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Union and civil liberties 

group slam grammar’s 
‘Bi g Brother’ CCTV plans 


CIVIL liberties groups have 
attacked a grammar school’s deci¬ 
sion to install surveillance equip¬ 
ment inside two of its classrooms. 

The boys-only Gravesend Grammar 
confirmed to Kent on Sunday it would be 
recording selected lessons next year to 
“help new teachers develop their profes¬ 
sional skills”. 

However, opponents say the scheme 
shows no respect for privacy and will be of 
no training benefit because people act 
unnaturally when they are being filmed. 

A spokesman for the human rights group 
Liberty said: “This is yet another example 
of using technology just for the sake of it. 

“The use of these hi-tech cameras inside 
schools demonstrates the need for proper 
regulation of CCTV. What message does 
this surveillance send our children about 
respect for privacy? CCTV has its place, 
but that shouldn’t be in the classroom.” 

The use of cameras to monitor classroom 
activity appears to be on the rise in the 
UK, with manufacturer Classwatch 
reporting that 94 schools have so far leased 
equipment from the firm.

Most - like St John Fisher in Chatham 
and New Woodlands in Bromley - are com¬ 
prehensive or special schools, with high-per¬ 
forming grammars like Gravesend a rarity. 

Last year the school, which specialises in 
maths and computing, saw 96 per cent of 
its GCSE students achieve at least five A* 
to C grades including English and maths. 

It received ‘good’ ratings across all areas 
in its last Ofsted report in 2007, which 
advised the school to make monitoring pro¬ 
cedures more consistent and increase the 
proportion of both GCSE and A-level 
pupils reaching the highest grades. 

Headteacher Geoffrey Wybar said in a 
statement: ‘We have equipped two class¬ 
rooms with cameras, but these are not yet 
active. They will help people new to teach¬ 
ing to develop their professional skills by 
being able to share the best practice avail¬ 
able in a realistic context.” 

Earlier this year a group of students at a

Rail firm optimistic of 
high-speed success as 
service proves popular

HIGH-SPEED preview train serv¬ 
ices to London have proved so pop¬ 
ular the rail operator is considering 
introducing more from Ashford. 

Yet some passengers are still concerned 
about the effect the new trains will have on 
standard routes. 

Peter Lee, a former vice-chairman of the 
Rail Users Consultative Committee, said: 
“People have not realised how much of a 
downside to existing services there will be 
when the high-speed service comes in. 

“There are going to be numerous problems 
with overcrowding unless something is 
done very quickly. 

“It is dependant on people moving to the 
high-speed services.” 

Yet after a month of the preview service, 
Southeastern managers are confident the 
scheme will be a success. 

Three morning peak-time services have 
been running from Ashford to St Pancras, 
with three return services in the evening. 

Over the last four weeks passenger num-

bers have grown above expectation and the 
trains have achieved punctuality of more 
than 99 per cent. 


The train company has even decided to 
double the length of the 7.48am train to 
ensure passengers get a seat. 

Charles Horton, managing director of 
Southeastern, said: “We are extremely pleased 
with the first month of the preview service. 

“We have provided an excellent service to 
our passengers and seen the numbers grow 
consistently from week to week. 

“To be doubling the length of some of our 
trains in the first week was amazing. 

“To achieve such great punctuality is a 
reflection of the hard work all our staff have 
put in.” 

Southeastern says no final decision has 
been taken on the number of carriages, and 
other rail experts say it is too early to really 
get an idea of the new services’ impact. 

Tunde Olatunji, from campaign group 
Passenger Focus, said: “If these services 
materialise then it will be good because it will 
give people a much better idea of the service 
come December. 

“This is a skeleton service. We still have to 
see a second, third and fourth wave of passen¬ 
gers before the introduction of the full 
timetable in December. 

“When all the extra trains start running, 
that is when we will be able to make a real 
judgement about their success.”

being filmed without their permission. 

It is not known if Gravesend Grammar con¬ 
sulted with parents or pupils before ordering 
the equipment. 

Ian Toone, senior professional officer for the 
teachers’ union Voice, told KoS he had concerns 
about the use of cameras in the classroom. 

He said: “Using CCTV for security reasons 
near boundaries or access points, or possibly 
corridors, is one thing. Installing cameras in 
the classroom is another. 

“Their use implies a lack of trust in the 
professionalism or conduct of staff and their 
ability to teach and control the behaviour of 
children. Neither children nor staff are likely 
to behave naturally if Big Brother is watch¬ 
ing, so providing little feedback for training or 
behaviour management. 


“There is also the danger that footage could 
fall into the wrong hands. I think most people 
would find being constantly monitored in this 
way intrusive and an invasion of privacy.” 

According to Hertford-based Classwatch, 
schools pay £1,345 per year for the lease of 
two cameras in a classroom, including 
maintenance. 

Footage captured on them is password-pro¬ 
tected and can be stored for a month. 

Mindful 

Managing director Angus Drever told KoS: 
“The need we are addressing covers a number 
of areas, one of which is that heads are under 
enormous pressure to improve standards at 
schools. There are sometimes tremendous 
consequences if they don’t get it right. 

‘With these cameras teachers can record and 


review their own lessons to see what worked 
and what didn’t work. They can also view best 
practice clips from some of their colleagues. 

“I’ve not yet met a head who has used these 
to get rid of a teacher. They’re used to improve 
them.” 

A Kent County Council spokesman said 
the authority played no part in deciding 
whether or not cameras should be placed 
inside classrooms. 

He said: “For safety and security, many 
schools have CCTV cameras covering their 
grounds and some have them in reception 
areas and restaurants. 

“Decisions to put cameras in other parts of 
the school would need to be made by the head¬ 
teacher and governing body, mindful of their 
purpose and the need to inform students, staff 
and visitors that those cameras exist.”

Kebab court action 
felt like a ‘vendetta’

A KEBAB shop owner has been 
left to count the financial and 
psychological cost of a historic 
High Court victory over his local 
council. 

For more than three years, Turkish-born 
George Omer Arslanboga has run the risk of 
his Sidcup business, Kebab Ye, being closed 
down because he did not have the correct 
permission to open a fast-food restaurant. 

The 38-year-old father-of-four told Kent on 
Sunday he felt Bexley council had launched 
a personal vendetta against him, and the 
lengthy ordeal had affected his health. 

He said: “It’s cost more than £40,000 in 
legal fees and I’m undergoing psychiatric 
treatment because of the stress. It was the 
uncertainty about the future and how I was 
going to pay the mortgage and provide for 
my family. 

“The council came at me with their full 
artillery, but I couldn’t afford a lawyer so 
had to represent myself until it came to the 
High Court stage. Then I had to pawn my 
daughter’s laptop and my wife’s jewellery to 
be able to do it. 

“I’d hate for someone else to suffer what 
I’ve gone through. You can go to prison if you 
are guilty, but it’s a horrible feeling to be 
treated like a criminal when you’ve done 
nothing wrong.” 

Mr Arslanboga’s battle with the council 
began after he bought the Maidstone Road

property - which was previously a retail 
outlet - in 2004, not realising he needed spe¬ 
cial permission to reopen it as a kebab shop. 

Officials tried to close the business down, 
claiming it was impacting on the “viability 
and vitality” of the Sidcup neighbourhood 
and “the living conditions of residents”. 

However, Mr Arslanboga refused to com¬ 


ply as he felt he had been misled at the time 
of purchasing the property, and disagreed 
that his business was causing any harm. 

The council took the unusual step of tak¬ 
ing the matter to the High Court last week 
after an independent planning inspector 
agreed with him, but the appeal was thrown 
out by Deputy Judge John Howll. 

Mr Arslanboga said he was having a hard 
time celebrating his victory. 

He said: “It hasn’t sunk in yet because the 
last three-and-a-half years have been a con¬ 
stant battle and it’s very hard to just forget 
about it. My wife and family keep saying I 
can cheer up now, but it’s difficult to snap 
out of it. 

“I’ve had a heavy weight on my shoulders 
and it will take some time to go away.” 

A Bexley council spokesman said: “We are 
extremely disappointed with the High 
Court’s decision. 

“The council has a responsibility to protect 
the interests of residents, and people in the 
area had raised concerns about the nui¬ 
sance this take-away was causing. 

“We take enforcement seriously and this is 
why action was taken against Mr 
Arslanboga, for operating his business in 
breach of planning control. 

“He ignored the notices that were served 
on him for nearly three years and continued 
trading, despite receiving two convictions 
for breaches of these notices. 

“Our challenge to the inspector’s decision 
reflected, among other things, the broader 
policy implications.”

Murder charges 
after park attack 

TWO teenagers from Orpington have 
appeared in court accused of murdering a man 
who was attacked in a London park. 

Nadim Gulamhuseinwalla, 32, was assault¬ 
ed in Green Park, on July 25. He died on 
Wednesday, 11 days after he was attacked. 

Thomas Connor and William Paton, both 19, 
were also charged with robbery, and City of 
Westminster magistrates sent the case to the 
Old Bailey. The pair will remain in custody 
until they appear again on November 13.

London, was a management consultant.

Dihi’s pride and joy 


A RARE gorilla has been bom at 
Howletts Wild Animal Park. 

The infant - yet to be named - 
was bom to Dihi and joins 52 other 
gorillas in the park at 
Bekesboume, near Canterbury. 

Staff say mum Dihi is forming a 
close bond with her baby, which is 
less than a month old. 

Neil Spooner, Howletts’ director, 
said: ‘We’re delighted that Dihi 
has given birth to a beautiful baby 
gorilla, an important addition to 
our western lowland gorilla family. 

“Visitors can see the baby gorilla 
out and about in the family enclo¬ 
sure with Dihi.” 

With no more than 100,000 west¬ 
ern lowland gorillas remaining in 
the world, the species could be 
extinct by 2020 if numbers contin¬ 
ue to decline at the present rate. 

This is mainly due to deforesta¬ 
tion, the ebola vims, and the bush 
meat trade as the animals contin¬ 
ue to be widely eaten in Central 
Africa. 

Howletts and Port Lympne Wild 
Animal Parks - which were both 
founded by the late John Aspinall 
- play an important role in the suc¬ 
cessful breeding of captive gorillas, 
with the two Kent parks housing 
more than70 western lowland 
gorillas between them, the largest 
collection in captivity. 

Three of the parks’ hand-reared 
infants were successfully trans¬ 
ferred to Gabon last year.

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Would-be mums ‘let 
down’ over IVF help

PRIMARY care trusts that are 
supposed to offer childless cou¬ 
ples three free cycles of IVF 
treatment are failing to hit the 
Government’s targets, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

According to figures from the 
Conservative Party, Kent’s NHS services 
offer just two cycles of in vitro fertilisation to 
couples. But the county’s PCTs say they will 
be offering three cycles of treatment soon. 

The Tories said only 80 per cent of UK 
trusts responded to their requests. 

There are three PCTs in the county - 
West Kent; Medway; and Eastern and 
Coastal Kent. 

Clinical need 

The Tories’ figures only mention West 
Kent, but it answered for the whole county, 
said a spokesman. 

In a statement covering all three, the 
trusts said from April they have been offer¬ 
ing two cycles of IVF instead of one. 

It said: “This is a significant boost for cou¬ 
ples experiencing problems in conceiving. We 
are working towards increasing this to three 
cycles. In the autumn, the NHS in Kent will 
be inviting tenders to provide additional IVF 
work, and this will help us move towards 
increasing the number of cycles offered.” 

Nicky Coffey, associate director of the 
NHS’s South East Coast Specialised 
Commissioning Group, said: “Work has

been undertaken to ensure all eight PCTs 
across the South East coast offer couples 
the same access to IVF treatment and fol¬ 
low the same eligibility criteria. 

“Since April 1, couples have been enti¬ 
tled, based on clinical judgment, to up to 
six IUI treatments - intra-uterine insem¬ 
ination - injecting sperm directly into the 
womb; and two full cycles of IVF or intra-

A MAN has been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with a blaze that tore through the 
Moorings Hotel in Sevenoaks on 
Thursday night. 

Four engines from the Sevenoaks, 
Tonbridge, Seal and Borough Green 
stations attended the fire at about 
11.25pm, after reports there may have 


cytoplasmic sperm injection (ICSI).

Treatment 

Other rules and restrictions on things such 
age, relationships, and having children 
already, also vary wildly around the country. 

But Mr Shapps, who has three children by 
IVF, said just 18 per cent of PCTs were offer¬ 
ing three cycles, with nearly half only offering 
one, while just under a third offered two. 

A Department of Health official said: “The 
option to become a parent is something most 
of us expect to have. People who cannot con¬ 
ceive naturally should have access to NHS 
treatment, just as they would for any other 
clinical need.”

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Swine flu infection shows a drop 


Virus mav have ‘had its fill 
of us for now’ savs top doc

THE number of patients prescribed 
antivirals for swine flu in west 
Kent has dropped by more than 80 
per cent in seven days. 

It comes as Sir Liam Donaldson, the country’s 
chief medical officer, announced that the first 
phase of swine flu could have reached its peak. 

He said there was a possibility the H1N1 
virus has “had its fill of us for the moment”, 
but the NHS is still preparing for a large surge 
in swine flu patients in the autumn. 

NHS West Kent said the number of antivi¬ 
rals collected in the area had decreased from 
698 on July 27, to only 131 on August 2. 

Sharon Jones, the primaiy care trust’s flu 
‘tsar’, said: “There has been a steady drop and it 
has been the same across most of the country. 


The Health Protection Agency weekly report 
shows the overall number of cases has slightly 
risen, but the rate of actual infection is slowing.” 

She said the PCT was prepared for an 
increase in cases in the autumn after the 
schools go back in September and the season¬ 
al flu period begins. 

“Hand hygiene really is simple, but effective,” 
she added. “We are strongly encouraging peo¬ 
ple to use the flu line where possible to release 
the GPs to look after the really sick patients. 

“People with temperatures under 38°C and 
not at risk do not need Tamiflu and the advice 
is to stay at home, relax and take paracetamol- 
based remedies. 


“It is still a mild illness for most people.” 

In east Kent the number of people with swine 
flu-like symptoms has continued to rise, said 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent’s assistant 
director of public health, Sandro Limentani. 

He said: “The chief medical officer has con¬ 
firmed that across England there had been no 
worsening in the severity of the pandemic and 
that the peak of wave one of the virus may 
now have been reached. 

“However, this situation could change and 
we would like to reassure people that we have 
robust plans in place to deal with any increase 
in numbers.” 

There have been no confirmed deaths from 


swine flu in Kent, but nationally there have 
been 27. 

In east Kent the GP consultation rate for 
flu-like illness was 192.6 per 100,000 of the 
population, for the week commencing July 20. 

The age groups most affected are still young 
adults and children. 

People with swine flu symptoms should con¬ 
tact their GP if they have a serious underlying 
illness, are pregnant, have a sick child under 
the age of one, their conditions gets much worse 
and if their condition is still getting worse after 
a week. Other people with swine flu symptoms 
should use the National Pandemic Flu Service 
which can be accessed at www.direct.gov.uk/pan- 
demicflu and on 0800 1 513 100. 

If users are diagnosed with swine flu they 
will be given a unique authorisation number 
that a ‘flu friend’ (a friend or relative without 
swine flu) can use to pick up antivirals from 
one of the 157 collection points around Kent.

Victim’s bravery sentences paedophile to jail 


A PAEDOPHILE who admitted 
repeatedly raping a young boy over a 
long period of time has been sentenced 
to six years in prison. 

Ivor Jones, 46, of Danes Hill, 
Sittingboume, pleaded guilty to rape, 
three counts of indecency with the 
child, indecent assault and two other 
sexual offences. The attacks took place 
in the early 1980s when the boy was 
aged between four and nine. 

The attacks only recently came to 


light when the victim, now an adult, 
reported his ordeal at the hands of 
Jones to police. 

During sentencing this week at 
Maidstone Crown Court, Judge 
O’Mahoney reduced unemployed 
Jones’ jail term from nine to six years 
after he pleaded guilty, acknowledging 
this meant his victim would not have 
to go through the strain of a full trial. 

The judge said: “This abuse has had 
a terrible impact on his life - he has 


suffered great effects as a result of 
your abuse. These were nightmare 
childhood experiences for which you 
were responsible. 

“You realised what you were doing 
and the only real mitigation was your 
guilty plea.” 

Det Con John Milham of 
Sittingboume’s Child Protection Unit, 
said: “I would like to pay tribute to the 
victim who, after many years, was able 
to find the courage to approach Child 


Protection Officers from Kent 
Police and tell us what he had been 
subjected to, his main motivation being 
that other young children be protected 
from Jones. 

“I would like to encourage others, 
who have suffered abuse, even if it was 
years ago, to approach the police.” 

Jones will be subject to a sexual 
offences prevention order for 10 years 
and will have to sign on the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register for life.

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Brazil jail hell of 
Brit ‘fraudsters’ 

A BACKPACKER accused of committing holi¬ 
day insurance fraud has spoken of her night¬ 
mare six-day stretch inside two dangerous 
Brazilian prisons. 

Shanti Andrews, 23, from Tunbridge Wells, 
and her travel companion Becky Turner, 23, 
from Berkshire, told police they lost expensive 
items when they were robbed while travelling 
through Rio de Janeiro on a bus. 

But when officers later found the articles in 
the women’s locker at their hostel, they were 
hauled off to a rat-infested prison that houses 
drug-traffickers, robbers and murderers. 

Speaking to a national newspaper, law stu¬ 
dent Ms Andrews told how prisoners were 
packed in so tight that they could not roll over 
while trying to sleep. 

‘Terrible’ 

She said: “The woman who slept between us 
had been charged with murder. There was one 
shower but it only had a trickle of water and 
one day there was no water at all. There was 
one toilet that didn’t flush. The smell was ter¬ 
rible, worse than anything you can imagine.” 

Before their release the girls were trans¬ 
ferred to another prison - Bangu - for one 
night. “We thought we were at the gates of 
hell,” Ms Andrews said. “There were women 
inmates who had been assigned to clean the 
area. They had shaved heads and looked like 
boys with their tattoos and piercings. 

“They were leering at us and making 
obscene gestures. At the other prison women 
kept asking if we were lesbians.” 

Despite neither entering pleas at a hearing 
on Wednesday, their lawyer said they would be 
admitting attempted insurance fraud and he 
hoped they would evade prison sentences. 

The former University of Sussex students 
were bailed to a hotel in Rio, where they must 
remain until their trial on August 17.

THE battle to award Dover a 
George Cross for its residents’ 
bravery during World War Two 
continues, despite a Government 
rejection of the idea two years 
ago. 

The Kent on Sunday-backed campaign 
also has support from forces’ sweetheart 
Dame Vera Lynn, Labour Party deputy 
leader Harriet Harman, Dover and Deal 
MP Gwyn Prosser and a former adviser to 
Margaret Thatcher, Viscount Monckton of 
Brenchley. 

The Ceremonial Secretariat said the idea 
“would not be entertained” as too much time 
has passed. 

Yet those behind the campaign are contin¬ 
uing to gather support and are to hold a 
series of events to boost awareness. 

Terry Cleaver, from the Dover George 
Cross Campaign said: “We are raising 
money to create a memorial garden in 
remembrance of the 200 Dover civilians 
who were killed by enemy action 

“We held an air raid weekend in April, 
when three members stayed in Dover’s 
Grand Shaft recreating wartime conditions, 
living on rations with displays relating to 
1940s life. 

“We are also producing a DVD of memo¬ 
ries to raise funds for the campaign and to 
educate people about the town’s wartime 
role. This is in conjunction with a leaflet 
based on walks in the town telling people 
about Dover’s World War Two history. 

“We want to create a memorial to those 
who died while also making sure the 
memories are not forgotten. The campaign 
wants the George Cross awarded to Dover 
in recognition of all those who fell during 
both world wars. Only one place has been

awarded the medal - and that is Malta.” 

On August 21, campaigners are also stag¬ 
ing a play at Dover town hall, called It Ain’t 
’Alf Dover, Dad, set in a PoW camp near the 
end of World War Two. 

Mr Cleaver said: “The play will include 
comedy, music and memories of Dover dur¬ 
ing World War Two as well as a 1940s-style 
performance by local singer Kaz. 

“This will raise funds for our projects. We 
will also be holding a raffle on the night.” 

They still need volunteer actors and stage 
hands. The same night there will be a per¬ 
formance by Deal folk-rock band The Dealers. 


Dover was known as Hellfire Comer dur¬ 
ing the war. It was the only British town to 
suffer near-constant bombardment from 
Nazi artillery in France. As well as the 200 
residents who died, many more were hurt, 
and hundreds of buildings were damaged or 
destroyed. 

Dame Vera, 90, has said previously: “It’s 
important to honour Dover not only because 
of the victims of what was going on, who 
went through so much, but also because it is 
such a landmark, a symbol of hope for the 
whole country. 

“It holds a special place in my heart 
because of my song, White Cliffs of Dover, 
and what it meant to the boys who were 
leaving and hoping to come back. I defi¬ 
nitely think it should be awarded the 
George Cross.” 

Campaigning for the town to be awarded 
the George Cross started 1944, when Lord 
Mayor of London Sir Frank Alexander 
wrote to the Mayor of Dover saying it 
deserved the honour.

Prison drugs 
gang is jailed

FIVE men, including 
two inmates, have been 
sentenced to a total of 
15 years for conspiracy 
to supply drugs and pro¬ 
hibited items at Elmley 
prison on the Isle of 
Sheppey. 

Stewart Jarman, 25, and 
Warren Shaw, 25, both of whom 
are serving sentences at the jail, 
were each given three years 
to be added to their original 
sentences. 

Sean McCann, 24, of 
Prestedge Avenue, Ramsgate, 
and Anthony Jarman, 27, of 
Nixon Avenue, Ramsgate, were 
also sentenced to three years. 

Conspiracy 

Alan Shaw, 51, of Ellen 
Avenue, Ramsgate, who was 
also charged with production of 
cannabis and possession of a 
class B drug, was sentenced to 
three years for conspiracy to 
supply drugs and conspiracy to 
convey prohibited items into 
prisons. 

He also received an additional 
six months for producing 
cannabis and 12 months for sup¬ 


plying drugs, both to run concur¬ 
rently to the three-year sentence. 

All five pleaded guilty at 
Canterbury Crown Court on 
June 29. They were sentenced 
on Monday. 

Officers arrested and charged 
the men in April after a week- 
long investigation by Kent 
Police and HMP Elmley’s secu¬ 
rity department. 

Investigations uncovered how 
the men had conspired via the 
prison telephone system to 
import Class B drugs and other 
prohibited articles into the 
prison. 

Sentencing, Judge Adele 
Williams said: “This was an 
organised and deliberate con¬ 
spiracy and each person was 
equally to blame.” 

More than 20 police officers 
and prison service staff took 
part in the investigation. Det 
Ch Supt Mark Powell said: 
“Officers in the serious organ¬ 
ised crime unit worked closely 
with the prison service to bring 
these people before the courts. 

“The sentencing reflects the 
serious nature of their crimes. 
We will continue to work with 
the prison service to help dis¬ 
rupt the drug supply within 
jails.”

Hostess expose leads 
author into tragic 
tale of Lucie’s death

THE tragic tale of murdered Lucie 
Blackman has been retold as part 
of an expose into Japan’s contro¬ 
versial hostess industry. 

Former Sevenoaks schoolgirl Lucie was just 
21 when she was drugged, raped and 
beheaded by Tokyo businessman Joji Obara 
in June, 2000. 

Months later her mutilated body was found 
buried beneath a bathtub in a seaside cave, just 
a few hundred metres from where Obara - who 
had paid her to go on a date with him - lived. 

While conducting research for her book 
Tokyo Hostess, author and journalist Clare 
Campbell visited many bars similar to the 
one named Casablanca where Lucie, a former 
flight attendant, worked. 

Mrs Campbell told Kent on Sunday she 
thought people would be surprised to learn 
what really went on at such nightspots. 

She said: “A lot of the people I’ve spoken to 
back home seem to think that being a hostess 
is similar to being a prostitute, which it isn’t 
at all. It’s not even like being a lap-dancer or an 
escort - it’s a totally different culture out there. 

“A lot of the girls who do it are actually high¬ 
ly-educated and double as English language 
teachers. They just become hostesses because 
they want to make some more money. 

“The whole culture is fascinating. What 
got to Lucie was the fact that at the clubs you 
get picked on the basis of looks or the ability 
to chat. If you don’t get picked then you get 
marked down by the club you work for. 

“Lucie’s story is so interesting because she 
was the key really to everything. If Obara 
hadn’t got to her then nobody would have 
found out about the other girls he drugged 
and raped. He was doing it all the time. 

“Her story also encapsulates such a lot and 
when I read the entries in her diary it really 
drove home what a tragedy it was. 

“She had all the worries other girls her age 
did, like if she had a spot or was feeling down 
about her love life.”

er of Ohara’s victims, Carita Ridgeway. 

She said: “Lucie’s mother said she would 
find it too distressing to help me with the 
book, but her father Tim agreed straight 
away and we met several times. 

“He let me take all his documents including 
all the emails that were sent and all the paper¬ 
work from the Foreign Office and the police. 

“I think he understands that other parents 
of girls would be worried and he doesn’t 
want the same thing to happen to anyone 
else’s children. He told me he has distanced 
himself from the horrific way Lucie’s body 
was discovered, but I don’t think his ex-wife 
can. She still thinks about it when she wakes 
up every morning.”

Council left fielding calls after fanner’s

PEOPLE were vomiting in the 
streets of the Isle of Sheppey 
after a foul pong spread across 
the island, writes Chris Murphy. 

It was blamed on a Leysdown 
farmer dressing his fields with 
sewage as he prepared for the 
next harvest. 

But the odour from the ‘green’ 
fertiliser is particularly strong 
this year - so bad in fact there 
are reports some people simply 
can’t stomach it and are literally 
being sick. 

Swale Borough Council was 
bombarded with more than 100 
complaints, prompting the 
authority to issue a warning 
about the smell, but also to 


reassure people it will subside 
within days. 

Many people told the council 
they couldn’t face going out. 

There have been two types of 
slurry spread in recent days. 

One is a paper and sewage 
sludge, which was smelly, but did 
not cause too much concern. 

The second is a lime-treated 
sewage sludge produced by 
Thames Water, and it’s this that 
caused the problems, said Swale 
council. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “Our officers have been 
going there on a daily basis to 
ensure it’s quickly mixed into soil 
to eradicate the smell faster. 


“The one farmer that was using 
this sludge has done nothing 
wrong, but we are talking to all 
the farmers in the area.” 

He said the farmer did not 
want to speak to the media. 

The spokesman stressed the 
substances have been checked by 
the Environment Agency and 
nothing illegal or dangerous has 
been used, it just produces an 
appalling pong. 

Peter Godspeed, the owner of 
Leysdown Chalet Services, said: 
“It is foul and it is so strong. I live 
in the country and we have had 
bad smells before. 

‘We live with them, but unfor¬ 
tunately this smell has been 


something unusually different, 
exceptionally strong, and very 
pungent and acrid and not very 
pleasant at all.” 

Thames Water spokesman 
Simon Evans, said: “We’re really 
sorry for the smell. 

Spreading sewage sludge - a 
bi-product of the sewage treat¬ 
ment process - rarely causes 
this sort of problem, but in this 
case recent weather, in particular 
wind direction, led to more odour 
issues than usual. 

“Since receiving complaints, 
we’ve used a spray to limit the 
smell and will be reviewing our 
future recycling operations to try 
to prevent this happening again.” 
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A CHARITY set up in memory of 
a child who died last October 
from a rare form of cancer 
has already raised more than 
£40,000, writes Steve Knight. 

The tragic story of four-year-old Molly 
Bubb has struck a chord with the people of 
Kent who have dug deep to help swell the 
coffers of the fund established in her name. 

Molly’s life was brought to a premature 
end when, less than three weeks after dis¬ 
playing the first symptoms, she was killed 
by the aggressive brain stem cancer 
Atypical Teratoid Rhaboid Tumour. 

The youngster’s parents Kerry and 
Ashley have since made it their mission to 
help fimd research and raise awareness of 
the illness, which doctors did not diagnose 
until it was too late. 

Mum Kerry, from Canterbury, said: “The 
Molly Bubb Fund hasn’t even been going a 
year yet and we’ve already raised about 
£44,000, which is just great. 

“It’s run by a small committee of family and 
friends and we’re so grateful for the money 
we have received so far, it’s been excellent. 

“We never imagined we would get this far. 
I remember sitting down at our first meet¬ 
ing and saying I wanted to raise £10,000 in 
a year, and everyone looked at me as if I 
was mad. 

“They told me we needed to keep our feet 
on the ground, so to beat that target by so 
much is just amazing.” 

Grange Hill 

Events that have so far raised money for 
the Molly Bubb Fund include a football 
match, a sponsored climb of the tallest 
mountains in England, Scotland and Wales, 
and a Grange Hill disco attended by former 
star Lee ‘Zammo’ MacDonald. 

A donation of £500 was also made by KOS 
Media following last year’s Kent Kids for 
Christmas appeal, where proceeds from 
sales of Kent on Sunday were distributed to 
several local charities. 

On Saturday, August 29, the fund is hold¬ 
ing a dinner and dance at the King’s Hall in 
Heme Bay, which will also feature a raffle 
with a top prize of £1,000. 

Tickets are £25 each and doors open at 7pm. 

Kerry said of her daughter: “Molly was a 
very lively and happy little girl. She was 
always on the go and everything had to be 
done at lOOmph. 

“She had just started school in the 
September before she died and loved being 
a "big girl’. 

“I think we are all still in shock really 
because she was only ill for three weeks, 
and we only knew she had cancer for three 
days, so it was absolutely devastating. 

“In the UK it takes twice as long to diag¬ 
nose brain tumours on a child than it does 
in Poland or Israel, and that needs to be put 
right. I think we’ll be doing this for years 
because more money will always be needed 
for research.”

Two Tone is still carping 
on after all these years

AS BRITAIN’S fishermen mourn 
the death of Benson the carp, the 
country’s biggest specimen is still 
thriving in a Kent lake, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Weighing in at a hefty 671bs 14oz Two Tone, 
as the carp is known, continues to grow at 
Conningbrook Lake in Willesborough. 

The world of angling has gone into shock 
after it emerged Benson was possibly killed 
by the use of nuts as bait - which is as good 
as a lethal poison to carp. 

There is no such danger Two Tone will meet 
a similar fate, said Chris Logsdon, the fish¬ 
eries manager for Mid Kent Fisheries. 

He said: “Just 75 people a year are allowed 
to fish the Ashford lake Two Tone is in and 
they have been monitored for about a year to 
ensure they are proper anglers before we 
allow them on there.” 

He said only those that are fanatical about 
the sport are allowed near the lake, and sev¬ 
eral of them still have not managed to hook 
Two Tone, despite years of trying. 

Mr Logsdon, who runs 29 lakes in the 
South East, said: “Some of them are spending 
thousands of pounds on their equipment in 
the hope of getting the big one. 

“But there’s about 30 acres of water and 
just 30 fish in there, so catching Two Tone is 
tough. 

“He has been hooked a few times, but he is 
good at not being caught, which just ramps 
up the challenge. 

“There is a lot of competition among them 


to catch the biggest and best fish and so some 
of the fish become well known. One guy has 
been trying to catch Two Tone for 15 years.” 

Benson died because he was in what is 
called a ‘day-ticket fish’, which means anyone 
is allowed to take a chance of catching him. 

Mr Logsdon said: “We don’t run things like 
that here. There are very strict controls and 
we don’t let just anyone fish here. 

“It preserves the environment and it keeps 
the fish in good condition. That is just the way 


I run things. The fish need to be protected. 

“I am a chartered environmentalist and 
have been doing this for 30 years and that’s 
why we have a good name around the country. 

“The cost of a 301b carp is around £3,500, so 
this is big business. 

“If you don’t have a fish of 301bs no-one is 
interested in fishing in that lake. They only 
put on about two pounds a year. To have one 
Two Tone, who is about 30 years old, is a bit 
of a freak of nature.” 
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Hedges opening the 
‘dor’ to conservation

AN ARABLE farmer has been 
shortlisted for doing major works 
on his land to protect the rare 
hazel dormouse. 

Antony Martin has run Swanton Farm 
near Lydden since 1976, but it has been in 
the family for longer. 

Along with five others, he has been short¬ 
listed for an award from the wildlife charity, 
People’s Trust for Endangered Species. 

The organisation rewards farmers who go 
the extra mile to preserve wildlife while 
maintaining a working farm. 

Mr Martin said they were particularly 
impressed with the extra hedging he has 
planted over several years. 

The 65-year-old said: “We have been work¬ 
ing steadily planting hedges which connect 
to woodland which have also been coppiced. 

“The dormice enjoy this environment - it 
suits the way they live, and I am happy to 
say they are thriving on the land here. 

“I saw this competition was being run, and 
it coincided with the work we were already 
doing, so I thought I would enter. 

“I am delighted to have been shortlisted, 
but I am happier with the way the work is 


going here to make as much area as we can 
habitable for the dormice.” 

His hedgerows are made up of hawthorn, 
blackthorn, spindleberry, guelder rose, field 
maple, and dog rose. 

All the plants are native to the area and 
are fruit or seed bearing to provide food for 
wildlife. 

The Trust said the conservation efforts 
made by the farming and landowner commu¬ 
nity to protect and restore our hedgerows 
and woodlands for posterity is vital. 


The group said it is concerned the decline 
of vital habitats is widespread and is aiming 
to ‘reconnect the countryside’ by encouraging 
landowners to create the largest continuous 
area of dormouse-friendly habitat to ensure 
a future for this iconic species and our other 
hedgerow and woodland creatures. 

It said the farmers on the shortlist, includ¬ 
ing Mr Martin, have demonstrated how they 
have done this by planting, coppicing and/or 
filling in gaps in existing hedges. 

Both new and established woodland and

hedgerows were counted, providing that in 
the long term the newer habitat will become 
suitable to support dormouse populations. 

Nida Al-Fulaij, development manager for 
PTES, said: “We are eagerly anticipating the 
final round of judging as we will be visiting 
each shortlisted landowner to see their con¬ 
servation efforts in action. 

“All of the shortlisted entries have been of 
a very high standard, and I think it will be a 
very tough call to decide on a winner. The 
results will be announced in September.” 

The winner will receive £1,000. 

British hedgerows have shrunk from half a 
million miles in 1946 to less than 50 per cent 
of that in the early 1990s. 

The group said improving hedgerow conser¬ 
vation has a positive impact on our dormouse 
population, and many other species will also 
benefit including other small mammals, bats, 
birds, butterflies and other invertebrates.

Uplifting welcome for 
Gurkha campaigners

GURKHA Justice Campaign 
founder Peter Carroll has spoken 
of his delight at the reception he 
and Joanna Lumley received 
throughout their tour of Nepal. 

The two were mobbed by well-wishers dur¬ 
ing their visit to the country last week, which 
was originally intended to be a low-key affair. 

However, that all changed back in May 
when the Government agreed to change its 
immigration policy and give all former 
Gurkha soldiers the right to reside in the UK. 

Lib Dem politician Mr Carroll, who will 
fight for the Maidstone and The Weald seat at 
the next general election, told Kent on 
Sunday his tour of Nepal was an “amazing 
life experience”. 

He added: “It’s the sort of thing that hap¬ 
pens once in a lifetime. On arriving at Kath¬ 
mandu airport we were warned by police 
there were a lot of people waiting for us, but 
when those doors opened I just couldn’t see. 

“There was a wall of cameras, people, flags 
and banners, I actually feared for our safety 
at one point. I and a few others had to form a 
human barrier around Joanna because there

were so many delighted people around we 
were worried there might be a crush. 

“Some of those who had come to see us had 
walked for miles and miles. I wasn’t expect¬ 
ing the reaction to our visit to be as powerful 
as it was. Obviously we were very happy with 
the result of our campaign but to look into the 
eyes of the people it affects, you could see how 
much it meant to them.” 

The foundations of the Gurkha Justice 
Campaign were laid in 2004 when Mr Car- 
roll, a Shepway councillor, was approached by 
four veterans facing deportation. 


Back then no former Gurkhas had a legal 
right to live in the UK, but within three years 
the Government had introduced a new policy 
that allowed those who retired after 1997 to 
settle in the country. 

This still left older veterans out in the cold 
until the Government’s announcement, 
which many have put down to the determina¬ 
tion of Lumley, Mr Carroll and the campaign. 

While the national media concentrated on the 
praise lavished upon “Goddess Joanna” during 
last week’s visit to Nepal, Mr Carroll told KoS 
its citizens also showed their gratitude for his 
efforts: “There were banners that read Sve love 
you Peter’ and I saw posters with pictures of me. 
It was humbling because really it should have 
been us saying thank you to them. 

“I never imagined the campaign would end 
like this, but that’s one of the most uplifting 
things - that someone can fight against the 
Government and win.” 

Meanwhile, Kent County Council took 
advantage of Mr Carroll’s visit by asking him 
to invite the Nepalese Olympics team to stay 
in Kent during the 2012 games. He went 
straight to the top with the invite, handing it 
to Prime Minister Madhav Kumar Nepal. 

He said: “We have Gurkhas based in Folke¬ 
stone, Ashford and Maidstone so it would be 
fantastic if they used Kent as their base at 
the next Olympics. The ministers I spoke to 
in Nepal were very grateful for the invite.” 


Bridge fall rescue 

A WOMAN is lucky to be alive after plummet¬ 
ing off the M2 motorway bridge into the mud¬ 
flats below. 

The 26-year-old, from Northfleet, fell from 
the bridge at 7pm on Monday. 

The impact left her buried up to her neck in 
the mud and gasping for air. 

She would have drowned had it not been for 
the brave actions of police officer Andre Smuts 
and a part-time off duty coastguard. 

The pair scrambled across the mud and 
managed to keep the woman’s head above 
water until the coastguard arrived. 

The woman, who has not been named, is in 
the Medway Maritime Hospital and is in a sta¬ 
ble condition. Police are not treating the inci¬ 
dent as suspicious. 
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Avoid sunburn, stings and 
other summer ‘souvenirs’ 


HEALTH bosses have launched a campaign to help people have fun 
and stay healthy this summer, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said that 
after last summer more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections (STIs) were diag¬ 
nosed in the area. 

In a bid to ensure travellers don’t bring 
back an unwanted 'souvenir’ from their sum¬ 
mer holidays, top tips include buying a pack 
of condoms in addition to your normal con¬ 
traception and keeping them away from oil- 
based products such as sun lotion, baby oil 
and lipstick. 

Sarah Andrews, the primary care trust’s 
director of nursing, said: “The aim of the Stay 
Safe for Summer campaign is to enable peo¬ 
ple to have fun and keep healthy. Spending 
time outdoors is a great way to make you feel 
good, but you still need to be sensible. 

“Whether you’re enjoying some sun in the 
Med or in your own back garden, you need to 
protect yourself, your family and vulnerable 
friends and neighbours against some of the 
potential dangers to health.” 

As well as advice about protecting yourself 
from STIs, the campaign also focuses on 
staying safe in the sun. 

Although the country hasn’t seen the bar¬ 
becue summer and soaring temperatures 
predicted by the Met Office earlier this year, 
people heading off to warmer climes should 
be prepared and know the risks - especially 



to vulnerable groups such as the elderly. 

The PCT said skin cancer is one of the 
most common cancers in the UK and about 
1,700 people are being treated for malignant 
melanoma and other skin cancers in east 
Kent. The advice is to use sun¬ 
block or sunscreen of at least fac¬ 
tor 15; ensure children are protect¬ 
ed with factor 30; and babies with 
factor 50 plus. The very young, 
older people and those with seri¬ 
ous illnesses are at greater risk of 
serious harm in the heat. 

It can also make heart and res¬ 
piratory problems worse and in 
extreme cases lead to heat stroke, 
which can be fatal. 

People with serious health prob¬ 
lems should avoid going out in the 
heat, especially between 11am- 
3pm when the sun is at its 
strongest, the PCT warns. 

The campaign also tells people _ 

what to do if they experience 
health problems this summer, such as sun¬ 
burn and wasp stings. 

“When you have a health issue it is impor¬ 
tant that you receive the right treatment at 
the right time and in the right place,” Ms 
Andrews said. “We want to increase the 
range of choice people have in deciding when 
and where they want to be treated and make 
our services as accessible as possible. 
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“By using the NHS Choices website when 
dealing with health issues such as sunburn 
and stings (www.nhs.co.uk) or by calling 
NHS direct on 0845 46 47, you can receive 
the health advice you need 24 hours a day.” 

Other potential health hazards 
in the summer include barbecues. 
The PCT said 965 people in east 
Kent turned up at A&E suffering 
from food poisoning last year. 

So advice is to wash your hands 
every time you touch raw meat and 
keep it separate from other foods, 
properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it, only eat meat when it 
is piping hot in the centre, and 
don’t leave it out in the sun. 

“We hope people will welcome 
this advice,” Ms Andrews said. 
“Some may already know, but it’s 
easy to forget what to do to pro¬ 
tect yourself, your family and vul- 
_ nerable friends and neighbours. 

We hope this reminder will 
enable everyone to enjoy a happier, health¬ 
ier summer.”

THE tragic death of Baby Peter 
has encouraged more people to 
speak out if they believe a child 
is being abused. 

Between April, 2008, and March this year, 
2,242 people from Kent called the NSPCC’s 
24-hour helpline because they were worried 
about a child. 

Steve Dabrowski, the charity’s children’s 
services manager for the Kent and Medway 
family support service, said referrals to 
social services had increased across the 
county since the brutal torture and death of 
17-month-old Peter in August, 2007, was 
exposed. 

“Generally there is a feeling that people 
are more willing to stand up and be count¬ 
ed and come forward,” he said. “At least to 
take the opportunity to contact someone 
and say, ‘I’m not sure about this’. 

“Before there was still a reluctance to get 
involved in other people’s business, but this 
case was so shocking it helped break that 
down a bit more.” 

Nationally, since the death of Baby Peter, 
the NSPCC’s helpline has passed on 11,243 
suspected child protection cases to police or 
social services, which is an increase of more 
than a third in two years. 

The charity, which specialises in child pro¬ 
tection and the prevention of cruelty to chil¬ 
dren, said it was unable to provide compa¬ 
rable figures for Kent. 

However, Mr Dabrowski said: “I know 
they have seen an increase in referrals 
when I’ve been speaking with colleagues in 
Kent and Medway social services.” 

Asked if the case had raised awareness of 
the issues around child abuse, he said: 
“Definitely. Not only among families we are 
working with but in general with other peo¬ 
ple, it is something that has made it much 
more current and people are will to engage 
in discussion. 

“It was high profile and high impact, 
whether you work in children’s services or 
not. It is one of those cases, certainly for peo-

pie in the profession, one of those horrible 
events that marks a watershed you can 
never go back from. It has led to a change in 
the way services are delivered.” 

The NSPCC released the helpline figures 
on Monday, which was the second anniver¬ 
sary of Baby Peter’s death after he suffered 
more than 50 injuries during months of 
abuse at his home in Haringey, London. 

“Certainly in Kent as in elsewhere, every¬ 
one is certainly looking at what they are 
doing,” Mr Dabrowski said. “It has shaken a 
lot of people up.” 


Mr Dabrowski runs NSPCC family support 
services in Gillingham, Sheerness and 
Ramsgate as well as a therapeutic service for 
children who have suffered abuse. 

“It is something that will always stay,” he 
said. “We’ve all had to examine our con¬ 
sciences and the way we work, and we have 
reflected on that with others.” 

The NSPCC said 35 per cent of calls referred 
by its helpline last year concerned families 
that were not known to local authorities. The 
authorities took action to investigate and pro¬ 
tect the children in 98 per cent of cases. 

Many of the calls were about children being 
physically assaulted, sexually abused or badly 
neglected. Most came from neighbours, rela¬ 
tives and friends of the family 

Christine Renouf, director of the charity’s 
helpline services, said: “The increasing num¬ 
ber of serious child abuse calls we are getting 
shows the continuing need for our helpline. 

“But it’s also encouraging that so many peo¬ 
ple are now taking responsibility for stopping 
this abuse. It is becoming more and more dif¬ 
ficult for child abusers to hide their crimes. 

“It only takes a few seconds to dial our num¬ 
ber and it could be the difference between life 
and death for a child.”

Cashpoint warning 
after skimmer find 

POLICE have found a ‘skimming’ device in a 
cashpoint machine at Barclays in Riverhead, 
Sevenoaks. 

Officers said anyone using ATMs should 
check there is nothing suspicious about a cash 
machine before using it. In particular check 
around the insert slot to ensure a false front 
has not been stuck on the machine. 

Don’t allow yourself to be distracted when 
using the machines and keep your card in 
sight at all times. Take care not to let anyone 
see your PIN. 

If you have any suspicions about the 
machine, don’t use it. Most cases of counterfeit 
fraud involve skimming, a process where the 
genuine data on a card’s magnetic stripe is 
electronically copied onto another without the 
cardholder’s knowledge. 

Cardholders are unaware of the fraud until 
a statement arrives showing purchases they 
didn’t make. 

Sgt Jon Turtle said: ‘We’ve had suspicious 
devices or incidents reported at banks in both 
Sevenoaks and Tonbridge.”

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Pup bites off more 
than she can chew 
with plastic arrow

A PUPPY was lucky to survive after wolfing 
down a plastic arrow that was nearly as long 
as her body, writes Chris Murphy. 

When the playful pup started acting 
lethargically and appeared to be in pain, 
owner Emma Watson took Betty to the 
PDSA where the truth emerged in a dramat¬ 
ic X-ray 

The vets couldn’t help but spot the 10-inch 
arrow with a plastic sucker on the end run¬ 
ning from near the Staffordshire bull terri¬ 
er’s throat to her stomach. 

Emma, 38, from Swanley, said she was 
worried when Betty lost her appetite for both 
food and play 

The dog needed an emergency operation at 
the Thamesmead PDSA PetAid hospital to 
retrieve the toy arrow 

It had lodged halfway through her body 
from the oesophagus to the small intestine. 

Emma said it probably happened when 
Betty disappeared into her daughter’s play¬ 
house. She heard coughing and spluttering 
and rushed in, but saw nothing untoward at 
first. Betty came out and ate and drank as 
normal that day. 

But the next day it was a different story. 

Emma said: “Betty started to vomit and 


wasn’t eating or drinking, which was totally 
unlike her. Normally she is very boisterous 
and playful, but she was very quiet and did¬ 
n’t want to be around anyone, not even my 
nine-year-old daughter Lilly Jay.” 

Unsure how serious it was, Emma left it 
another day - and that’s when Betty nearly 
collapsed. 

Veterinary surgeon Chris Pollard, who 
operated on Betty, said: “The X-rays were 
surprising to say the least. The arrow was so 
long it virtually ran through Betty’s body, but 
it also explained why she was so ill. The main 


concern was the length of the arrow and 
where it ended, in the small intestine. This 
could have penetrated the stomach wall and 
proved fatal. We had to operate immediately.” 

It took more than an hour, but he was 
delighted with the way it went. 

Mr Pollard said: “The operation proved 
incredibly intricate as Betty was so young 
and her internal organs were still not yet 
fully developed. 

“We opened up the abdomen and made an 
incision in the stomach to pull the arrow out 
with great care. Considering Betty’s size as a 


puppy, it really is amazing that she managed 
to swallow a 10-and-a-half inch arrow.” 

Betty had recovered enough from her 
ordeal by the following morning to chew 
through her IV line. 

Emma said: “She doesn’t appear to have 
learnt her lesson because as soon she got home 
she tried to eat the TV remote control, so we’re 
keeping a close eye on her now to prevent 
anything like this from happening again.” 

Mr Pollard added: “The best advice is preven¬ 
tion, so pet owners should identify and elimi¬ 
nate any potential dangers in their homes.”

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A LONG-awaited report on mental 
health services has failed to address 
concerns and criticisms raised during a 
consultation with patients, carers and 
GPs, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

NHS West Kent said a listening exercise’ involving 
around 250 service users and carers, and interviews 
with 12 family doctors, would be used to inform a report 
setting out future aims for mental health services. 

The report was due to be published in the spring, 
and Kent on Sunday has been asking to see a copy 
since the beginning of May. 

The report and the results of the listening exercise 
finally landed on Tuesday. But many of people who 
took part in the consultation have still not seen it. 

Linda Leonard, chief executive of Sevenoaks area 
Mind, the charity which carried out the listening 
exercise on behalf of the primary care trust, said: “I 
just think that it is because there’s been no explana¬ 
tion about the delay, so people do not understand. 

“If you agree to do something it would be useful if 
you cannot make the deadline to explain why. Also, it 
would be helpful to treat people with respect and to 
feedback to them.” 

The people who took part raised a series of concerns 
about existing mental health services, such as a lack 
of continuity of care, out-of-hours services, crisis sup¬ 
port and the availability of talking therapies. 

Feedback 
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One service user spoke of waiting six months for 
treatment for depression. 

Another, speaking about talking therapies, said: 
“The lack of availability is appalling. Research keeps 
saying it is better than antidepressants and that GPs 
are prescribing too many, but what else can be done 
when there is virtually no service to speak of? 
Availability needs to be increased.” 

GPs raised similar concerns as patients and their 
carers and spoke of the wait for counselling being so 
long they often ended up prescribing drugs instead. 

A major point raised by all the groups involved was 
that they “lacked trust around 
the benefit of the consulta¬ 
tion”. “They have been con¬ 
sulted before and nothing 
‘changes’,” the report said. 

Tony Wright, who cares for 
his adult son who has severe 
mental health problems and 
is a member of the Sevenoaks 
Rethink voluntary support 
group, had not seen a copy of 
the report. 

He said: “I have no wish to 
be ungenerous towards the 
trusts, but it has to be 
recalled that this process of 
consultation is now almost 
two years of age since it was 
first announced. 

“The pace of management, 
therefore, leaves something to 
be desired, particularly given 
the many questions raised 
during this period which have 
not been responded to.” 

He called the report

“inconclusive” and said: “It is 
appreciated that the trusts 
have now acknowledged 
issues, which is a step for¬ 
ward bearing in mind past 
reticence. 

“However, the true test of 
course is how they address 
the fundamentals raised and 
how services improve. This 
still has not been provided.” 

Mind’s Ms Leonard said she 
hoped the report and views 
of service users would be 
used to inform the PCT’s next 
piece of work - the Kent and 
Medway Joint Mental Health 
Commissioning Strategy, 
which is a five-year vision for 
services expected in October. 

“I think part of the issue is 
that things are moving on at 
such a pace in mental health 
and the delay has meant 
that in some respects things 
have moved beyond this,” 
she added. 

The PCT apologised for the 
delay in publishing the final 
report. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“From the time it was col¬ 
lected, the feedback has been 
directly informing our com¬ 


missioning plans for the next 
five years, which are actively 
in preparation.” 

The PCT said the long wait 
for psychological or talking 
therapies was “unacceptable” 
and access will be improved 
from October this year. 

The spokeswoman said the 
PCT agrees with the main 
concerns raised by carers, 
GPs and services users and 
work had already begun 
addressing several of them, 
including 24-hour access to 
crisis resolution teams. 

Important 

She added: “There is an 
awful lot of work going on 
behind the scene, and we are 
in contact with a lot of serv¬ 
ice users and carers, whose 
views we regard as extreme¬ 
ly important, who choose to 
engage with us through our 
regular service users and 
carers commissioning boards 
and meetings. 

“In this way, service users 
and carers have a real 
impact day to day on the 
shape of mental health serv¬ 
ices in west Kent.”

Inspiring children to 
have a better future

HUNDREDS of young people liv¬ 
ing in a deprived area of Kent are 
set to benefit from a £300,000 
share of a Gk)vemment fund to 
improve their aspirations. 

The neighbourhood partnership group 
East Folkestone Together is one of only 15 
organisations around the country to have 
successfully bid for a part in the £10 million 
Inspiring Communities programme. 

Nick Eubank, director of the Creative 
Foundation, which is among the organisa¬ 
tions involved in the group, said: “The 
whole purpose of the project is to improve 
young people’s futures in east Folkestone.” 

He said about 600 young people would 
benefit from the funding. 

“Some of the activities will be specifically 
targeted at harder to reach groups like 
young carers and looked-after children,” Mr 
Eubank added. “It is part of a Government 
drive to tackle poverty of aspiration in 
deprived communities.” 

He said he thought the group was suc¬ 
cessful because of work it has already been 
doing with young people in the area. 

Inspiring Communities projects will be 
aimed at 11 to 14-year-olds and will create 
new opportunities, broaden their horizons 
and help build up their self-confidence. 

Dragons’ Den-type activities to help bring 
out the entrepreneurial side of the young 
people, working with local artists and 
exploring the ‘wacky world of work’ are 
among the plans in Folkestone. 

Challenges 

“We have designed packages that will be 
aimed at young people at the stage they 
become most vulnerable in terms of their 
futures,” Mr Eubank said. “The idea is to 
give them exposure to challenges and excit¬ 
ing ideas about their future.” 

Young people and their families will be 
able to visit relevant workplaces and there 
will also be a skills exchange, which will 
see, for example, young people learn wood¬ 
work from older people who in turn will be 
taught IT skills. 

People from the community in their 20s 
will also be linked up with the young people 
to share their experiences of leaving educa¬ 
tion and finding work. 

Local artists from the town’s Creative 
Quarter will also work with the young peo¬ 
ple to show the variety of paid and volun¬ 
tary work available in the arts sector. 

The project will be led by Sean Heslop, 
the principal of Folkestone Academy, which 
is also part of East Folkestone Together. 

Mr Eubank added: “The role of the acade¬ 
my is going to be very important to the proj¬ 
ect.

Dangerous asbestos fragments were also 
found on the site by Environment Agency offi¬ 
cers, who also discovered an audit trail of evi¬ 
dence that led to Townsend. 

He lied twice about his identity during an 
interview and only gave his real name after 
being arrested by police. 

Townsend’s dishonesty cost him 80 hours 
more community service than he would have 
otherwise received. 

North Kent environment officer Chris Back 
said: “Mr Townsend’s illegal activities had the 
potential to cause serious damage to the envi¬ 
ronment. Left unchecked, the large amount of 
dangerous waste illegally dumped could have 
affected local people’s drinking water. 

“The rules on how to handle, transport and 
dispose of waste are in place to protect the 
environment and people’s health, and we will 
take swift and decisive action against anyone 
who flouts these strict controls.”

Authors pay homage 
to abbey’s rich history 



HISTORIC RUINS: New trio of books charts history of St Augustine’s Abbey in Canterbury

A COLLECTION of books detail¬ 
ing the religious and architectural 
history of Canterbury's crumbling 
St Augustine's Abbey have been 
released. 

The ancient buildings, which form part of 
the city’s World Heritage Site, are visited 
every year by thousands of people eager to 
find out more about the rich origins of the 
Anglo-Saxon mins. 

Yesterday a special book signing was held at 
the abbey by three local authors who have 
focused on different aspects of its histoiy. 

Religion 

Martin Taylor’s publication, The Cradle of 
English Christianity, looks at the role of reli¬ 
gion over the years, while Antony Ryan’s The 
Abbey and Palace of St Augustine, Canterbury, 
examines the site in its wider context from the 
time of the Reformation through to its post- 
Reformation owners and occupiers. 

The final author was geologist Geoff 
Downer, whose booklet The Stones of St 
Augustine’s Abbey was originally intended to 
be a factsheet for English Heritage tour 
guides to work from. 

Mr Downer said: “It’s an ideal site to study 
because of the range of different medieval 
building materials that are there and accessi¬ 
ble to the general public. 

“My aim was to describe and illustrate those 
materials so that perhaps people could take 
that knowledge away and apply it to other 
medieval buildings in Kent. 

“Although Kentish ragstone was used in the 
abbey, the county was not veiy well blessed with 


good material and so there is also stone from 
Surrey, Dorset, the Isle of Wight and France.” 

Founded shortly after AD 597 by St 
Augustine, the abbey was originally created 
as a burial ground for the Anglo-Saxon kings 
of Kent. 

Its shape and size changed dramatically 
over the centuries - hence the presence of 
medieval building materials - until it was 
closed as part of the Dissolution of the 
Monasteries in 1538. 

Part of the site was later converted into a 
palace, which was destroyed by a great storm 
in 1703 that also caused further damage to 


the already cmmbling structure of the abbey. 

Mr Downer said: “The abbey is one of 
Canterbury’s landmarks and as part of its 
World Heritage Site has an important role to 
play both nationally and internationally. 

“I find it so interesting and different 
because a lot of our church buildings are com¬ 
plete - all you can see is the inside and the 
outside. With the abbey we are looking at 
mins so you can see more of a cross-section of 
how it was constructed.”

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Trust ready to 
cross bridge of 
tunnel decision 

TAXPAYERS could become burdened with the 
multi-million pound upkeep of Medway Tunnel 
within a matter of weeks, it has been revealed. 

Rochester Bridge Trust bosses are meeting 
this month to decide whether or not to transfer 
ownership of the tunnel to Medway Council. 

The charity’s chiefs will consider the views of 
thousands of Medway residents - all of whom 
had their say on the sale during a period of 
public consultation. 

Labour MP Jonathan Shaw and prospective 
Parliamentary candidate Teresa Murray have 
led a high-profile campaign opposing the pro¬ 
posal. But bridge clerk Sue Threader said the 
deal was in the public’s interest. 

She said: “We would not consider transferring 
ownership if we didn’t think it would help secure 
well-maintained and appropriately managed 
crossings over the Medway for the long term. 

“While we technically own the tunnel, 
Medway Council is, and has always been, con¬ 
tractually responsible for maintaining it under 
a 999-year lease. To make management of the 
tunnel less bureaucratic, Medway Council 
asked us to transfer ownership to them. 

“Transferring the Tunnel to the council 
means we can focus on managing and main¬ 
taining the old and new bridges at Rochester - 
at no cost whatsoever to the public - which is 
why the Trust was established and what it has 
successfully done for centuries.” 

Medway’s Labour group remained unmoved. 

In a joint statement Mr Shaw and Ms 
Murray said: “We have said this is a bad deal 
and should not go ahead because it will leave 
taxpayers short-changed by more than 
£2 million.” 

RBT owns and maintains the two bridges 
that cross the River Medway at Rochester.

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Play putting domestic 
violence centre stage

AN INTERNATIONALLY acc¬ 
laimed play that questions why 
women around the world 
are still suffering violence at 
the hands of their fathers, hus¬ 
bands, sons and partners, is com¬ 
ing to Kent. 

Hurried Steps is a translation of the 
Italian play Passi Affrettati by Dacia 
Maraini and has been brought to the UK by 
Amnesty International and New Shoes 
Theatre, a production company based in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

“The idea is to present these stories, which 
are based on true stories and ask: why is 
violence against women specifically against 
women?” director Nicolette Kay said. 

“If you look at the stories it seems to be 
because they are women. This is a cultural 
phenomenon that crosses all race, cultural, 
geographic and class barriers. 

“Women experience domestic violence, it 
happens no matter what your social back¬ 
ground is. But you do not necessarily hear 
about it because people keep it quiet.” 

The play is coming to the Trinity Theatre 
in Tunbridge Wells in November as part of 
a series of events to mark National 
Domestic Violence Awareness Week. 

It is split into eight stories about women 
who come from a 
range of social 
backgrounds and 
countries from 
rural Nigeria to 
urban Belgium. 

Maraini, an 
Italian play¬ 
wright, novelist, 
poet and journal¬ 
ist renowned for 
her work on 
women’s issues, 
said: “With hurried steps these women flee 
from pain and discrimination. 

“Inspired by real facts reported by 
Amnesty International, the text is a testi¬ 
mony, an accusation, a gesture of solidarity 
and acknowledgement of all those women 
who are still prisoners of forced marriage, a 
violent family, of a hustler, of tradition or 
age old discriminations which are so diffi¬ 
cult to overcome.” 

Ms Kay said the company had just com¬ 
pleted a pilot project in Leicester and was 
due to launch the national tour in October. 

“It is a very stark presentation written so 
that the word is actually the most impor¬ 
tant thing,” she said. “For Dacia it is actual¬ 
ly quite a departure from her usual plays, 
which are usually incredibly theatrical, she 
wanted this to be very bald. 

Polling day set 

LABOUR Medway councillor Dennis Mc- 
Farlane has resigned - sparking a by-elec¬ 
tion in his Luton and Wayfield ward. 

Mr McFarlane announced his resignation 
on July 14, after it became known he was 
under investigation for what his party 
described as “irregular benefit claims”. He 
was suspended from the party a week later. 

The three main political parties have 
unveiled their candidate for the forthcom¬ 
ing by-election, which will be held on 
Thursday, September 3. Tashi Bhutia is 
standing for the Conservatives, Sam 
Whittington for Labour, and Gary Allanach 
is the Liberal Democrat candidate. 



“The actors present it straight out to the audi¬ 
ence, facing the viewers and presenting their 
stories. This gives enormous impact.” 

She said the writer Maraini was very much a 
part of the feminist movement in the 1970s. 

After the play a panel of experts on domestic 
violence take to the stage to answer any ques¬ 
tions from the audience about the issues raised. 

Ms Kay said: “Just talking about the piece 
leads people to reveal things you did not know 
before. One person I know told me her daughter 
had experienced domestic violence. 

“She comes from a very middle class family 
and had never had any contact with social serv¬ 


ices and they really did not know what to do and 
how to go about giving support.” 

She said after the play is shown in Tunbridge 
Wells she hopes it will be performed at various 
venues around Kent, including non-theatre sites. 

“I first saw the play in France in a disadvan¬ 
taged part of Paris. The young people were very 
struck by it, you could hear a pin drop,” she said. 

The New Shoes Theatre production includes 
the actor Charlotte Lucas who starred as 
Selena Geeson in ITVs Bad Girls. 

It will be performed on November 28 at the 
Trinity Theatre and there will also be a collec¬ 
tion for the local women’s refuge.

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MP seeks truth on torture 

Government urged to come clean over alleged British involvement

AN influential MP has called on the 
Grovemment to prove it is giving 
terror suspects the human rights 
its soldiers are fighting to protect. 

Erith and Thamesmead Labour MP John 
Austin is a member of the Joint Committee 
on Human Rights, which this week pub¬ 
lished a highly critical report saying there 
was now a “disturbing number of credible 
allegations” of British complicity in torture. 

Mr Austin, who is stepping down at the 
next General Election, told Kent on Sunday 
it was important the Government showed 
transparency regardless of whether or not 
the accusations were true. 

He said: “The Government says it does not 
condone inhumane treatment or torture and 
does not rely on evidence gained through 
those means, but there appears to be some 
doubt about that. 

“These practices are unlawful under inter¬ 
national law and if it is suspected that some 
of its agents have been involved then the 
Government should come out and say so. 

“I think torture is one of the basic funda-

mental human rights issues, and once you 
step beyond that you’re on dangerous 
ground. 

“We’re always talking about combating ter¬ 
rorism to protect our rights and values, but 
we need to uphold those values ourselves.” 

The allegations levelled at the Government 
include the rendition and alleged abuse of 
British resident Binyam Mohammed from 
Pakistan to Morocco, before he was taken to 
Guantanamo Bay. 



The committee also looked at other cases 
where convicted terrorists say they were vis¬ 
ited by British intelligence officers while they 
were detained and allegedly mistreated by 
Pakistani authorities. 


However, MPs say they are unable to estab¬ 
lish the facts while ministers and the head of 
MI5 continue to dodge requests to appear 
before them. 

Mr Austin said: “We feel a full inquiry 
before a High Court judge will satisfy people 
at the present time. While we cannot com¬ 
ment on individual cases, there are allega¬ 
tions that people are being tortured and we 
think the Government has been less than 
frank about it. 

“It’s frustrating and it’s no good for the 
Government either. It should make a clear 
statement rather than release information 
bit by bit. 

“I don’t think it can really hide behind its 
statement that giving information would go 
against national security either. It looks bad 
and points to a lack of transparency.” 

A Government spokesman told the BBC 
there was no need for an independent 
inquiry. 

He added: “The Government unreservedly 
condemns the use of torture as a matter of 
fundamental principle and works hard with 
its international partners to eradicate this 
abhorrent practice worldwide. 

“The Government has already made clear it 
is committed to publishing guidance to intel¬ 
ligence officers as well as asking the 
Intelligence and Security Committee to con¬ 
sider new developments on detention and 
rendition.” 


Memorial meal for Potter star l 


A DINNER is being held in hon¬ 
our of murdered Harry Potter star 
Rob Knox. 

The 18-year-old football fan was 
stabbed to death in a scuffle out¬ 
side the Metro bar in Sidcup in 
May last year. Killer Karl Bishop 
was jailed for at least 20 years for 
his murder. 

The family has since launched a 
campaign to clamp down on knives 
being carried on the streets. 

In October, Charlton Football 


tackle the problem of knives and 
guns. 

Rob’s father, Colin, who sits on 
its steering committee, said: “The 
memorial night is be important to 
raise funds to allow the campaign 
to do more work to tackle this 
social problem on our streets.” 

Mr Knox demanded prison time

DEFENCE chiefs should not let 
the war in Afghanistan distract 
them from the needs of other UK 
soldiers around the world, warns a 
Conservative MP. 

Last week Thanet North representative 
Roger Gale paid a visit to some of the 1,300 
troops stationed in the Falkland Islands, who 
have maintained a large military presence 
since the Argentine invasion and subsequent 
conflict of 1982. 

A former Parliamentary Private Secretary 
at the Ministry of Defence, Mr Gale told Kent 
on Sunday he was concerned soldiers in the 
overseas territory were being short-changed 
by the Government. 

He said: “It’s a question of resources 
because a lot of the facilities need upgrading 
and refurbishing. 

“The troops are doing the best they poss¬ 
ibly can with what they’ve got, but we’re get¬ 
ting to the point where if we don’t invest 
money soon then it will be much more expen¬ 
sive later. 

“If we are going to continue to do this job 
of protecting the Falklands and its interests 
then we have to have the ships, the planes 
and the soldiers, and they have to be 
properly equipped. 

Priority 

“Afghanistan is the priority and that has to 
come top of the list - we all understand that. 

“But please don’t overlook what is needed in 
places like the Falklands and other places 
where we have a military presence.” 

Mr Gale, 65, visited the Falklands as part of 
the Armed Forces Parliamentary Scheme, 
which seeks to provide MPs with first-hand 
knowledge of the role and functions of the 
Army, Navy and RAF. 

As well as being able to talk with personnel 
at the Mount Pleasant military base, he also 
spent a night on board the South Atlantic 
patrol ship HMS 
Gloucester. 

In total Mr Gale 
travelled 16,000 
miles during his 
week away -

12,000 of which came during the final 36 
hours of the tour due to him arriving in the 
Falklands several days later than planned. 



He said: “Part of the purpose of the Armed 
Forces Parliamentary Scheme is to let our sol¬ 
diers know they are appreciated, which is why 
we went in mid-winter when the weather is 
at its worst. 

“However, it just so happened that the 
Falklands experienced its heaviest snowfall 
in 20 years last week, so they had to shut 
the entire military base down. 

“We ended up marooned on Ascension 
Island for three days, which ironically 
is just below the equator and was blaz¬ 
ing hot. 

“But we were extremely lucky because 
travelling with us was Gordon Moulds, who 
is Commander British Forces South 
Atlantic Islands and is very knowledge¬ 
able indeed. 

“He gave us the best briefing we could 
have hoped for.” 

When Mr Gale did eventually make it 
onto the islands, he said he was left in no 
doubt that “what we are militarily engaged 
in is both necessary and right”. 

He added: “The morale out there is 
great. Any soldier, sailor or airman 
offered the opportunity to grumble will 
grumble, but they know they’re doing a 
good job. 

“Outside of Afghanistan the Falklands 
has the largest deployment of UK troops, 
which surprised me at first. 

“But I’m so glad I went because it’s made 
me realise how vital the islands are as a 
strategic base.”

Dive in to some tasty treasures 


Rachel McAthy goes fishing for 
a delicious meal from the coast 


AWAY from the farms and fields, the 
county's coasts house a rich food 
industry with roots far back into Kent's 
history. 

Deep in the sea waters surrounding the coun¬ 
ty live fish and shellfish, which supply an array 
of local fishmongers and restaurants. 

Once the fisherman return from their trips, 
boats piled high with the day's catch, the fish is 
immediately sold off to agents or wholesalers. 
But the journey is never far to a county fish¬ 
monger, who can then sell on the catch, often 
on the day it was caught. 

During the summer months, Kent's waters 
come alive with a dazzling array of fishy 
delights. 

From the wild bass, some of the best in the 
country, to flat fish such as Dover sole and 
lemon sole, there is no shortage of choice. 
Fishmongers also receive healthy supplies of 
mackerel, skate and grey mullet. 

Boats go out every few days from harbours 
across the county, including Broadstairs, 
Romney and Dungeness. 


Local shellfish up for grabs include scallops, 
often found off Folkestone's coastline, as well as 
just out of the county in Rye bay. 

Less well known, but increasingly popular 
varieties to be found on the Kent coast includes 
gurnard, as well as whiting and pollack, which 
have become a cheap alternative to the threat¬ 
ened cod. 

Surprising to some may be the county's lob¬ 
ster, which is a treasured catch for fishermen in 
Kent, often to be found in Deal and Sandwich. 

Straight from the sea, their shell has a beau¬ 
tiful blue sheen. It turns pink when cooked. 

Simon Gorecki, owner of Simon the Fish in 
Canterbury, does his best to support the use of 
local catches: "When I was a kid we used to 
have fish all the time, it was so cheap. 

"Now trawlermen are having such a hard 
time the prices have gone up. So it is really 


important to support local fishermen and mon¬ 
gers, it is our local industry. 

"I even have customers who come from 
London." 

He added: "On my part, I try to sell fish which 
is sustainable and has been line caught. This is 
my future, so if the fish run out I would be out 
of work." 

Mr Gorecki's fish are sourced direct from 
boats such as the Luisia Bay and the Suzi Jane 
who work in the deep sea and shores around 
the Kent coast. He also sells locally sourced, 
hand-dived scallops. 

Online at www.foodforkent.co.uk you can 
check out a host of fish, shellfish and smoked 
fish from Kent fishmongers. All the fish at Food 
for Kent has been caught using 
sustainable methods, endorsed by the Marine 
Stewardship Council. 



Star quality of our 
Kent producers 

FOOD and drink producers across Kent were recognised in the 
annual Great Taste Awards, run by the Guild of Fine Food 
throughout July. 

Seen in the industry as the national benchmark for special¬ 
ty food and drink, the awards give a three, two or one star rat¬ 
ing for the top tastes. 

This year, more than 4,800 products were entered from 
over 1,000 companies. Of these, 639 were awarded one star, 
308 were awarded two stars and the elite three stars went to 
83 foods. 

Within these were a dozen of Kent producers, who were 
awarded for their high quality food or drink entries. 

Owlet Fruit Juice took the top taste award of three stars 
for its Cox and Bramley apple juice. 

Two star winners from Kent included Ramsgate Brewery, 
for its Gadds' Number 3 Pale Ale, and Anthony Rowcliffe and 
Son for their green olives stuffed with garlic. There were also 
many one star awards given to Kent producers, such as 
Southern Alps, Simply Ice Cream and The Fudgery.

WHATEVER the reasons given for it, the use 
of surveillance equipment inside school class¬ 
rooms is always going to be controversial.

Schools are quick to point the finger when 
pupils are snapped by press photographers or 
even filmed by their parents at nativity plays 
and the like, so what makes videoing them in 
the classroom any different? 

Most adults outside the education industry 
would object to being filmed while they are 
trying to carry out their work. Teachers and 
pupils should not have to be the exception to 
the rule.

LOVE for all, hatred for none - 
that was the message being pro¬ 
moted at a historic convention I 
attended with more than 27,000 
people from 84 countries on a 
farm in Alton, Hampshire, last 
the weekend. 

Speakers also made a rallying 
call for unconditional compliance 
with the laws of the land wherev¬ 
er one lives. 

And to demonstrate this com¬ 
mitment, the Union flag was 
hoisted aloft followed by a prayer 
for the people of Britain - an 
event watched by millions via 
satellite and the internet. 

So what? Well, what may sur¬ 
prise you is that organising this 
mass gathering was a Muslim 
group which urges its members 
to make greater efforts to inte¬ 
grate, honour the rights of non- 
Muslims, and serve humanity 
selflessly. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Community is certainly unique. 
Founded in 1889 by Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad, an Indian 
reformer who claimed to be the 
Promised Messiah prophesied in 
all major faiths, it is now recog¬ 
nised as the fastest growing 
denomination in Islam. 

The community is one of the 
earliest Muslim establishments 
in Britain and opened London’s 
first mosque in 1926. 

The mosque in Gillingham has 
been established for more than 
20 years and members are 
always striving to serve their 


community. From their origins, 
the Ahmadi Muslims have inter¬ 
preted the meaning of jihad as 
striving to free oneself of impuri¬ 
ties for the sake of God. 

They condemn all violence in 
the strongest possible terms and 
have nurtured a spirit of alle¬ 
giance to the country in which 
they reside. 

Joining fellow delegates from 
so many nationalities was an 
unforgettable experience. 

In an age when little time is 
made for each other, the occasion 
was a welcome opportunity to 
strengthen friendships as well as 
form new ones, and to recharge 
one’s spiritual batteries in an 
atmosphere of peace and recon¬ 
ciliation. 

The vast range of delicious cui¬ 
sine offered for free, as well as 
the spectacle of thousands don¬ 
ning their colourful national 
dress added a festive air to the 
international proceedings, too. 


But the main objective and key 
message of the convention 
remained clear. 

“As the Qur’an says, you have 
been raised for the good of 
mankind - not just for the 
good of Muslims,” said Mirza 
Masroor Ahmad, the Khalifa 
(supreme head) of the world¬ 
wide community. 

“Love of your country is a part 
of your faith. And compliance 
with the laws of the land is a part 
of Sharia.” 

Ahmadis may be small in num¬ 
ber compared to other branches 
in Islam, but their impact global¬ 
ly has been no less profound. 

Their constitution requires 
members to shun “cruelty, mis¬ 
chief and rebellion”, and “cause 
no harm whatsoever to the crea¬ 
tures of God in general, and 
Muslims in particular, neither by 
their tongue nor by their hands 
nor by any other means”. 

It should not be surprising, 



then, that this particular 
expanding movement has never 
had a problem of radicalism or 
militancy. 

“Islam is a peaceful and loving 
religion,” the Khalifa explained. 
“However we are treated, we 
react with peace.” 

Several parliamentarians and 
faith leaders also participated in 
the convention. For me and 
indeed all other Ahmadi 
Muslims locally as well as 
around the world, last weekend 
was an important development 
towards better relations between 
Islam and the West, a refreshing 
change from the sort of Muslims 
we usually hear and read about, 
and evidence that the message of 
love - however much those 
inclined towards hate wish to 
suppress it - is bound to win.

Who pays for the cuts? 

We read with great interest that Canterbury 
council chief executive Colin Carmichael is 
stating that due to the downturn councillors 
will have to shave £3.5 million from the city’s 
budget over the next two years. 

It would seem from his comments that his 
suggestions for doing so would be to cut staff 
numbers (“there is no way our current 
staffing levels of 850 can be maintained”); cut 
back on public access to the council (“it costs 
an average of £25 to deal with a face-to-face 
transaction in an office but only 25p on the 
internet” - sorry, but not everyone has access 
to the internet); increasing the cost of servic¬ 
es (“are we charging enough for our services?” 
- yes you are); and further privatisation (“are 
there services we are supplying that are 
being offered by private companies?”). 

We would suggest economies can be made 
far easier and with far less impact on public 
services. 

The Canterbury district has already seen 
serious cuts in public services from this 
council, most notably the closing of the 
information centres in Whitstable and Herne 
Bay and the cutting off of council funding for 
Whitstable’s CAB. 

Yet when economic times become tough, it 
is again the hard-pressed public who are 
expected to bear the brunt. Could the council 
not lobby the Government to open up the 
reserves of cash it has in its housing revenue 
account (HRA)? According to last year’s 
annual report it was holding £3.75m, and 
although this year’s plan does not state a fig¬ 
ure, it does note that the HRA has grown by 
£1.8m. This year’s annual report states 
Canterbury council holds equity of £364,212. 
Is it really necessary to sack a quarter of the 
workforce and put 250 people on the dole to 
save less than one per cent of what the 
council is worth? 

Should councillors be looking at themselves 
to see where savings could be made? MPs’ 
expenses seem to have been subjected to 
acute scrutiny but local government repre¬ 


sentatives have been left alone. With some 
KCC councillors claiming upto £12,000 a year 
in expenses (a wage on its own for many peo¬ 
ple) it would be interesting to have full fig¬ 
ures for our district representatives, and to 
know the cost of other expenses which could 
be cut back, such as executives’ pay levels, 
the cost of the Lord Mayor’s trappings, and 
the regular jolly which is the mayor-making 
ceremony. 

Perhaps readers have other ideas where 
savings can be made by the council, rather 
than cutting back on our services which we 
pay for, and rather than adding to already 
growing unemployment figures.

A simple failure to act 

The county council has let down Kent by fail¬ 
ing to implement the Sustainable 


Communities Act. The act would have per¬ 
mitted KCC to create long-term committees 
with representatives from a variety of groups 
to assist in the overall goal of increasing 
Kent’s sustainability for the future. 

This is absolutely vital in the current reces¬ 
sion. KCC should have used the act to engage 
with and harness the skills of groups and 
individuals concerned about sustainability in 
Kent. 

It chose instead to note the Act as part of 
its environmental obligations, which in prac¬ 
tice will mean little, if anything, will actually 
be done. I am amazed such a significant piece 
of legislation to promote local democracy, 
community involvement and sustainability 
was not subject to any engagement by KCC 
with communities. 

Simply putting it on their website alongside 
50 other consultations does not constitute 
engagement. We didn’t know about the con¬ 
sultation as it was not publicised and we try 


to keep an eye on KCC. What chance do indi¬ 
viduals or community groups have, especially 
as the Act has not had the publicity it 
deserves? 

We ask Kent County Council to go beyond a 
simple consultation and engage properly with 
community groups and individuals to build 
ideas for submission. 

There is likely to be a further submission 
date on the Sustainable Communities Act 
later this year or next and KCC should radi¬ 
cally improve publicity when this occurs.

ID cards’ snooper state 

Privacy campaigners have criticised last 
week’s unveiling of the design of proposed ID 
cards as a distraction from the real issues 
behind the scheme. 

Home Secretary Alan Johnson plans to go 
ahead with ID cards and the new database of 
personal information behind it, despite polls 
showing that 68 per cent of the population 
think state databases already hold too much 
information about them, and 79 per cent 
believing the £5 billion would be better spent 
elsewhere. 

This is another step towards the snooper 
state. Anyone accepting one of these cards 
will be fingerprinted and have their daily 
lives monitored via a £5bn database gather¬ 
ing details of how they use it. 

ID card holders would be forced to report 
every change in their personal details for the 
rest of their life, and would never be allowed 
to hand the card back. 

Only three weeks ago the Government 
enacted fines of up to £1,000 for anyone los¬ 
ing or damaging an ID card, or failing to buy 
a new one every 10 years. Whitehall’s identi¬ 
ty cards scheme has no place in our country 
and must be scrapped immediately.

Taxed to a standstill 

Reader James Mason seems to be missing 
the point on speed limits. 

On most non-motorway roads, the speed 
limits are set by local councillors (who may 
only be in office a couple of years) backed up 
by the county highways department, who 
often come and go in reshuffles. 

The police may object to a speed limit 
reduction, but usually they are ignored, as 
councillors try to gain favour with voters. 

The whole thing is an ill-considered mess and 
is not “carefully considered”, as Mr Mason 
believes. 

The speed limit for example, may say 
40mph, but you do not drive at one continu¬ 
ous speed, for you would soon be involved in 
an accident. 

You adjust your speed to ever-changing 
road conditions, but go over this magic figure 
and you can be prosecuted. Any speed limit is 
at best only a guide to safe motoring. 

About 92 per cent of passenger miles are by 
road, with trains accounting for about eight- 
per cent, yet billions in motoring taxes are 
siphoned off to subsidise railways and create 
ever shorter journey times, (time seems so 
important in this context), the new high¬ 
speed trains being a local example. 

But when it comes to roads, it’s all about 
making journey times longer, with the prolif¬ 
eration of lower speed limits - witness the 
speed cameras on the M25 and M20 to 
enforce new lower limits.

Protecting children 

According to Government statistics there 
has been a 15 per cent rise in the number 
of people in notifying their local authority if 
they are privately fostering a child, which is 
encouraging. 

However, we estimate there are hundreds 
more children living in private fostering 
arrangements in your area that the council 
knows nothing about. Some of these chil¬ 
dren may be at risk. 

Private fostering describes an arrange¬ 
ment lasting 28 days or more where some¬ 
body other than a grandparent, aunt or 
uncle or other close relative cares for some¬ 
body else’s child. 

By law the local authority must be 
informed of such arrangements. Most pri¬ 
vately fostered children will be well cared 
for, but some may be highly vulnerable. 

To protect children, everyone needs to 
know what private fostering is and of the 
need to notify.

End coursing cruelty 

It’s decision time for hare coursing in 
Ireland. This is the month when, tradition¬ 
ally, the minister for the environment 
decides whether or not to allow another 
season of this legalised cruelty. 

His decision will relate specifically to the 
granting of a licence to the country’s cours¬ 
ing clubs allowing them to capture hares 
for use as live bait in coursing. 

If, as in previous years, the department 
opts to authorise the hare-netting, coursing 
events will again be staged nationwide 
from the end of September. 

At these, the hares will be forced to run 
from greyhounds in large, wired enclosures, 
to escape through a narrow hatch ... or be 
mauled, injured, killed or tossed about like 
broken dolls - all for the purpose of fun and 
gambling. 

Many of the targeted hares will never see 
coursing day. They will die of injuries while 
being netted or in the course of the unnatu¬ 
ral captivity to which these wild creatures 
are subjected. 

If, however, the minister withholds 
the hare-netting licence, there can be no 
coursing. 

Without hares to course, the baiting 
events would have to be cancelled. There 
are two factors that offer a glimmer of hope 
to the long-suffering hare. 

The first is the obvious fact that Irish 
environment minister John Gormley is 
leader of a party pledged to banning hare 
coursing. 

The second factor is the Irish 
Government’s official acceptance that the 
Irish hare is now an endangered species. 

The manifold threats to its survival as a 
species include loss of habitat resulting 
from urbanisation and the downsides of 
modem agriculture, but hunting and cours¬ 
ing activities increase the mounting pres¬ 
sure on this gentle and inoffensive creature. 

We appeal to anyone who shares our view 
of hare coursing to email the Irish minister 
for the environment, John Gormley, asking 
him to ban this horrible blood sport. Send 
your messages to minister@environ.ie.

Less uni places 
mean students 

facing chaHeg e 
at clearing time

PROSPECTIVE university 
students facing a shortage 
of clearing places at the 
county’s universities have 
been urged not to panic, but 
to act quickly. 

Steven Holdcroft, head of admis¬ 
sions and recruitment at the 
University of Kent, said a 10 per cent 
increase in applications nationally 
coupled with the Government fund¬ 
ing fewer places meant there would 
be more competition in the clearing 
process this year. 

“It will be a demanding and chal¬ 
lenging time for students who do not 
have a place,” he said. 

“I think the important thing is to 
try and do as much research as pos¬ 
sible about the institution. 

“Do not make a rush decision just 
because you’ve got an offer. Take 24 
hours to think about it and to find out 
if you are going to be happy there. 

“The advice is not to panic, but do 
not leave it until the weekend to 
make these phone calls.” 

The clearing process begins on A- 
levels results day, which is August 
20, and is traditionally for students 
who do not receive the right grades 
needed for the first and reserve choic¬ 
es on their UCAS application form. 

They get the chance to search 
through the remaining places online 
to find a different course. 

Mr Holdcroft said that this year, 
under a new UCAS procedure, stu¬ 
dents who exceed their conditional 


offer will have the opportunity to 
'trade up’. They can apply for places 
at universities that require higher 
grades while still holding onto their 
original acceptance. 

He said: “If you do not get you first 
choice and insurance choices, now is 
the time to act doing a bit of research 
and finding out. 

Shortlist 

“Even at this stage start thinking 
where else could you go and almost 
have a shortlist drawn up before call¬ 
ing to target these institutions once 
the results are out.” 

But he warned: “There is a cap on 
the numbers that universities can 
recruit and there is potentially going 
to be a 30,000 deficit at national 
level,” he said. 

“For universities like Kent we are 
going to have a lot fewer places in 
clearing. We saw a 20 per cent 


increase in applications, which is 
well above the national figure.” 

Mr Holdcroft said clearing places 
at the university’s two campuses in 
Medway and Canterbury would be 
full after the first weekend following 
results day, which is a Thursday. 

“Check vacancies on the UCAS 
website and phone as quickly as pos¬ 
sible,” he added. “Take a clear look at 
vacancies, what they are offering and 
then before making that decision do 
online research. 

“You have to study there for the 
next three or four years.” 

The University of Kent’s freephone 
clear line is 0800 021 3126 and opens 
from 8.30am on A-levels results day 
August 20.

The university is holding clearing 
open days at both the Medway and 
Canterbury campuses on August 22 
from 10am-3pm.

Volvo S80 


VOLVO is striving hard for accept¬ 
ance as a brand for keen drivers as 
well as those who revere safety. 

But the Ford-owned Swedish marque has 
never managed the on-road poise of BMW or 
Jaguar. Even its C30, S40 and V50 junior mod¬ 
els owe their sure-footedness to the Ford Focus 
platform. 

Meanwhile, the bigger S60 and S80 executive 
models have struggled to match the best ‘drives’ 
of their respective sectors even if safety, specifi¬ 
cations and value have been impressive. 

But practice pays off eventually and the heav¬ 
ily revised S80 promises well for future Volvos, 
including an all-new and crucial S60 model next 
year - it could yet be an Audi A4 basher or even 
a serious rival to the BMW 3-Series. 

The S80 is now available with two new chas¬ 
sis; the one I tested is known as the ‘Lowered 
Dynamic Chassis’ (LDC) and fitted as standard 
on the SE and SE Lux; the ‘Comfort Chassis’ 
alternative is the only one available on 
Executive trim level and likely to resemble the 
set-up that earned the S80 a lumbering reputa¬ 
tion in the first place. 

Still, it will no doubt suit Volvo’s North 
American fanbase, leaving us to concentrate on 
the self-levelling LDC, which is highly respon¬ 
sive to a challenging road yet impressively 
refined and comfortable. Steering is still a tad 
light, but feels more direct than before. 

The chassis lowering is worth just 20mm at 
the front and 15mm at the back, but delivers 
immeasurable benefits through a reduced cen¬ 
tre of gravity and potential for roll. 

It also adds to a more purposeful look about

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the car due to a sleeker front grille with larger 
Volvo badge and more chrome. 

Performance is also much improved by the 
main engine choice, the long-running but 
upgraded Volvo five-cylinder 2.4-litre diesel (from 
£23,745) available in 175bhp single turbocharger 
format or new 205bhp twin-turbo guises. 

Very few people will opt for petrol models in 


turbocharged 2.5 and 4.5 V8 form - the latter 
available with all-wheel drive only in order to 
apply its prodigious power. There is also a 2.0 
Flexifuel model. 

A £21,745 109bhp 1.6-litre diesel version is 
due later in the year to allow the S80 into the 
brand’s ‘DRIVe club’ for lowest emission ver¬ 
sions of its various models. 

This sounds like asking a husky to pull a 
brewer’s dray, but Volvo insiders insist it will be 
livelier than it appears, especially as the S80 is 
a deceptively light car. 

It will also be extremely tax-efficient for a car 
in this class, an area forcing many company car 
user choosers to think again about their next 
motor. 

With the sloppy handling of the past all but 
banished, a smart and roomy interior and a 
financially attractive package, this could bring 
the S80 back into the executive reckoning.

IN THE context of produc¬ 
tion levels achieved by the 
VW Beetle, the 1.5 million in 
six years posted by the Fiat 
Panda looks modest. 

The VW (1938-2003) 
notched more than 21 mil¬ 
lion over 45 years - unlikely 
to be beaten today even by a 
car as good as the Panda. 

Instead, we can expect the 
Polish-built former European 
Car of the Year (2004) to be 
either heavily facelifted or 
replaced completely within a 
few years to maintain its 
competitive edge. 

Not that it looks uncompet¬ 


itive at the moment, as more 
people downsize to cars like 
the compact five-door Panda. 

It has helped Fiat’s resur¬ 
gence after years of finan¬ 
cial loss and also supplied 
the underpinnings of 
today’s car of the moment, 
the retro-styled Fiat 500 - 
one of the UK and Europe’s 
best sellers. 

The Panda is currently 
available with 1.1, 1.2 and 
1.4-litre petrol and 1.3-litre 
MultiJet diesel engines and 
priced from £7,095. 

The line-up even includes 
4x4 versions. 




Peugeot cashing 
in on the Qashqai 


THEY say imitation is the 
sincerest form of flattery, so 
Nissan will be smug as Peugeot 
firms details and pricing for its 
new Peugeot 3008. 

For the new French model, 
due in November, will have the 
same licence to roam across 
market sectors as the versatile 
Nissan Qashqai, launched in 
2007. 

Like the Qashqai, the 3008 
has the same high-riding 
4x4-cum-MPV one-size-fits-all

BUYING used is not the 
answer for recession-hit 
motorists it seems. 

Prices have soared, leaving few 
bargains, particularly in the three- 
year/average mileage segment that 
canny secondhand car buyers trawl 
for their next motor. 

Demand 

The problem stems not so much 
from high demand, but from pri¬ 
vate and corporate users backing 
off buying new at the first signs of 
recession, which has choked used 
supplies further down the line. 

Experts at Glass’s Guide - the 


valuation ‘bible’ of the used car 
market - report used car stocks at 
an “all-time low” with no prospect 
of improvement. 

Nevertheless, despite a 25 per 
cent rise this year in values for cars 
up to a year old, Glass’s still urges 
would-be car buyers to buy now as 
prices could climb even higher and 
choice narrows further. 

Glass’s spokesman Adrian 
Rushmore said: “Since the third 
quarter of 2008 the very depressed 
new car market has seen fewer cars 
registered - particularly as short¬ 
term rental vehicles and dealer 
demonstrators - leading to an all- 
time low in the supply of younger 
cars for sale.” 

Rushmore added that it had also 
knocked on to older cars: “The 
situation for used cars of any age is 
not expected to change until the 
middle of next year at the earliest, 


so consumers should move quickly 
to have the best chance of finding 


the models that meet their needs.” 
Glass’s rival, the CAP Guide, says 


the upward trend is underlined by 
high conversion rates at auction for 
ex-fleet cars; July was the third 
strongest month this year, with 
87.5 per cent of cars selling first 
time 

It says this might be good for the 
leasing and finance sectors, 
through reduced depreciation of 
assets, but forced motor dealers 
into higher investment in stock 
while squeezing profits - the reces¬ 
sion has made consumers resistant 
to higher forecourt prices. 

Smaller cars have seen the lowest 
price increases as they were 
already riding high on demand for 
economy cars and downsizing, but 
CAP did forecast rises of 2.3 per 
cent and 3.5 per cent respectively 
for three-year-old/60,000-mile con¬ 
vertibles and coupe/cabriolets in 
August, while MPVs are also tipped 
for high rises. 


Kia’s testing a shock for experienced drivers 


WE all reckon we are better driv¬ 
ers now than when we passed the 
test, but Kia has evidence to the 
contrary. 

The Korean brand challenged 
experienced drivers to a retake, 
resulting in a shocking 50 per cent 
failure. 

The average pass rate for novices 
is 42 per cent, but they do not have 
the re-take candidates’ experience - 
many of these had held a full 
licence for more than 30 years and 


drove more than 150 miles a week. 

Worryingly, half of failing candi¬ 
dates committed a ‘major’ during 
the re-test - a dangerous driving 
offence for which they’re instantly 
disqualified. One candidate narrow¬ 
ly missed a pedestrian who stepped 
into the street between parked cars. 

All candidates exhibited poor 
observation, being lax about mir¬ 
rors and checking blind spots, and 
two-thirds forgot to look before 
moving off. 


Kia compiled a Top 10 of faults: 

1) Hesitation at junctions: disrupt¬ 
ing traffic flow and causing con¬ 
fusion 

2) Speeding, especially in built up 
areas 

3) Poor positioning: driving too 
close to the kerb or parked vehi¬ 
cles or straying across the white 
line 

4) Following too close and compro¬ 
mising stopping distance 

5) Poor signalling at junctions 


6) Not moving away safely, using 
indicators or checking mirrors 
and blind spots 

7) Failing to use both hands on the 
wheel when reversing 

8) Emergency stop: omitting to 
check rear mirror before brak¬ 
ing suddenly 

9) Not applying the handbrake 
when stopping at a junction 

10) Poor observation: lack of 
awareness of other road users, 
potential hazards and mirror¬ 


checking during manoeuvres 
Kia’s exam also compiled a list of 
bad habits including: hand/arm 
crossing on the wheel; coasting; 
approaching junctions at speed 
and riding the clutch on an incline. 

And there were similarities 
between novices and veterans. 

All males were overconfident and 
frequent speeders, whereas the 
women were usually more intelli¬ 
gent drivers but collected fault 
marks for hesitation.

Citroen C5 Tourer 


RATHER like those famous 
Spitfire beer ads from Kent’s own 
Shepherd Neame brewery, 
Citroen had fun at the expense of 
the Germans when it launched 
the latest C5. 

In sharp contrast to its dreary predecessor, the 
crisply styled newcomer could easily have been 
the latest Audi. 

So, as ‘Sheps’ promoted Spitfire as the ‘Bottle 
of Britain’ and ‘Downed all over Kent, just like 
the Luftwaffe’, Citroen boosted the C5 with 
lines like ‘A Touch of Klaus’ and ‘Smit Hot’. 

Not surprisingly, the copywriters also came up 
with ‘Das Boot’ for the estate or Tourer model 
tested here, courtesy of Wilmoths of Maidstone. 

And the Tourer was worth its own promo, 
because this is a truly elegant family holdall to 
rival the looks of anything wearing a German 
prestige badge. 

It is also practical and affordable for this level 
of the market with Tourers starting officially at

a very non-Audi £18,295, with the chance to 
haggle an even better deal instead of encounter¬ 
ing the famous Teutonic humour by-pass down 
at the Audi franchise. 

The C5 still has some Citroen quirkiness; the 
steering wheel boss remains stationary while 
the rim rotates, which sounds pointless in print 
but actually works rather well now that car¬ 


makers group so many controls on the wheel 
itself. 

There is also a Germanic quality about the 
way the car feels, which bodes well for Citroen’s 
forthcoming DS premium range, and I like the 
company’s corporate front end - a sort of chrome 
‘moustache’ to Audi’s heavy ‘goatee’. 

Our test car exhibited two more familiar 


Citroen traits, an exemplary diesel engine and 
the relatively high spec contained within a 
modest price; the llObhp 1.6HDi 16v VTR+ is a 
mid-range model costing £20,895.

company car ‘user chooser’ market. 

Citroen diehards can still have the famous 
‘feather-bed’ suspension though, especially as 
previous testing shows that Citroen has tight¬ 
ened a tendency to roll into the bends and 
offered two settings for ride and handling. 

Whichever system you go for, the steering still 
feels a little vague, but it is a small gripe when 
ranked against the ride and handling quality. 

The 1.6 diesel is slightly small for the size of 
the C5, but has good low-down punch and only 
shows its lack of horsepower towards the end of 
the sprint to 60mph. 

However, it cruises effortlessly on the motor¬ 
way - a tribute to some extra NVH (noise, vibra¬ 
tion and harshness) homework and streamlining 
on the C5 line-up. 

Our car felt generally refined and economical - 
an official combined consumption figure of near¬ 
ly 50mpg is quoted and it also attracts £120/year 
road tax - but do check out the 138bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel as well, with its extra urge and compara¬ 
ble fuel consumption. 

Interior fixtures and fittings are high quality 
and seating is good. The load area cannot match 


some massive Citroen estates of the past, but the 
stylish lines disguise the fact that it is an accom¬ 
plished load-lugger in its class. 

The boot takes 505-litres with the rear seats in 
place, but these can be laid completely flat to offer 
1,500 litres in Van mode’ - T)as Boot’ torpedoes 
the Audi A4 Avant and BMW 3-Series Touring 


here, while the Mercedes-Benz can only equal it. 

The new Vauxhall Insignia (1,530 litres) just 
about beats it, but the cavernous Ford Mondeo 
(1,733 litres) overwhelms it significantly.

SOUNDS mad to say so in a 
recession, but buying a ’59-plate 
car could be a shrewd and 
immensely satisfying move. 

Assailed by falling demand and over¬ 
capacity, many carmakers and their dealers 
are desperate to move metal and have 


discounts and finance packages to tempt 
even the gloomiest recession watcher. 

Those lucky enough to have savings may 
also be looking at the paltry interest rates 
earned and thinking this might be a good 
time to use that capital to cut the motoring 
budget instead, either by downsizing or 
buying a more economic and eco-ftiendly/ 
low road tax model. 

Anyone currently owning a 10-year-old 
car might also be eligible for a two-grand 
windfall under the Government-sponsored 
Scrappage Scheme in return for buying a 
new replacement. 


But even a ‘banger swap’ like this is not 
essential when you check out extra incen¬ 
tives that many brands have tacked onto 
their Scrappage deals - it is tempting to 
suggest that they might take a bicycle in 
part exchange just to clinch a deal. 

The appeal of buying new has also been 
enhanced by narrowing options on the used 
market, where prices are fast approaching 
the ridiculous 

Year-old examples such as ex-fleeters and 
dealer demonstrators have shot up 25 per 
cent in value this year, while the three- 
year/average mileage examples that are 


dealers’ mainstay stock are in short supply 
as forecourts and private buyers haggle up 
prices at auction. 

The shortfall and consequent rise in val¬ 
ues has been caused by consumers and 
fleets backing off buying new cars at the first 
signs of recession, which has choked used 
supplies a year or so further down the line. 

Experts at Glass’s Guide - the valuation 
‘bible’ of the used car market - report used 
car stocks at an “all-time low” with no 
prospect of improvement. 

When will there be a better time to buy 
new? 
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The recession is driving 
us to small-mindedness 



BRITAIN’S recession is driving us 
to downsize and think ‘eco’ - eco¬ 
nomical and eco-friendly. 

But superminis and city runabouts are not 
just in demand for size and economy; they are 
cars for all eventualities, tackling motorway 
miles with ease as well as coping with stop/go 
town traffic. 

They can usually carry four adults comfort¬ 
ably - perhaps even five - and deliver greater 
economy through refined small diesels and hi- 
tech petrol units. 

Hardly surprising then that^they attract 


buyers from across the spectrum: young fami¬ 
lies, households needing a second car, first¬ 
time car buyers, or elderly couples counting 
the pennies. 

And they are spoilt for choice, especially since 
some manufacturers have taken design cues 
from the MPV sector to raise interior space and 
flexibility. 

Demand has been especially high lately, 
encouraged by the Government-sponsored 
Scrappage Scheme; discounts are smaller on 
smaller cars so a £2,000 grant looks attractive 
in return for scrapping a 10-year-old hanger 5 . 

Marques to watch: 

DAIHATSU: This Japanese brand is hard to 
beat for compact value. A new Charade city 
car arrives shortly, while the bigger Sirion 
hares underpinnings with the Toyota 
Yaris, yet costs less. If you need a 
small 4x4 that really can go most 
places then check out the Terios 
too. 

HYUNDAI: The Korean 
brand really has seized 
a grip on small car sales 
with two all-new thor¬ 
oughly modern offer¬ 
ings: the spacious five- 
door ilO city car and the 
stylish i20 supermini, 
available as a three or 
five-door. 


STYLISH: Hyundai ilO is one of the best all-round city cars

big on space and value 


Zoom brand has stuck to its guns with the racy 
looking yet economical three and five-door 
Mazda2, which is also keenly priced and good 
to drive.

High rate of churn reveals 
Bromley’s volatile heart

THEY might only be separated by 
30 miles, but in terms of the impact 
of the recession on their town cen¬ 
tres, Margate and Ashford are 
poles apart. 

A new survey has revealed that while 
Margate has the UK’s highest percentage of 
empty shops, Ashford is at the other end of the 
scale. A report from the Local Data Company 
(LDC) showed that one in four shops in 
Margate is empty this summer, more than 
double the national average. 

Meanwhile, Ashford has fewer than four per 
cent of town centre shops standing vacant - 
three times better than the UK norm. 

Dover, Gravesend and Folkestone are all 
well above the national average, a figure 
which has more than doubled already this 
year. LDC is predicting more shops will be 
closing across the UK by the end of the year

BROMLEY has been revealed as one of 
the places with the highest turnover of 
town centre stores in the country. 

In a strong town centre there is a lot 
of competition for prime retail space 
and retailers tend to stay, while in 
weaker centres premises change 
hands more quickly. 

Figures compiled by the Local Data 
Company report showed the town’s 
‘churn’ - a measure of a centre’s volatil¬ 
ity, essentially the average of new 
openings and store closures in a town 

and many towns are looking for inspiration to 
determine how they tackle the issue. 

Ashford council’s head of economic develop¬ 
ment, Andrew Osborne, said the town’s excep¬ 
tional ranking was the result of hard work and 
its label as a ‘growth town’. 

He said: “We’re delighted our work and that 
of our partners at Ashford’s Future and the 
Town Centre Partnership is paying off when it 
comes to supporting business. To fall well 
below the national average for retail vacan¬ 
cies, as well as having improving employment 
rates, is extremely encouraging.” 

But Mr Osborne said Ashford and Margate 
could not be compared like-for-like. 

He said: “Ashford is very different to 
Margate, so it’s difficult to compare the two. 
We are a growth town set to double in size and 


centre - was far and away the highest 
in the south. 

The LDC report said: “In a recession, 
chum tends to be driven more by a 
failure to trade and this time around 
has not been an exception.” 

Bromley’s chum rating was 309 per 
cent - only behind Wakefield, 
Wolverhampton, Bradford and Bolton 
nationally. 

The rate was three times higher than 
the next highest southern town, 
Chelmsford in Essex.

INTERNATIONAL models and 
collectibles group Hornby believes 
it has weathered the worst of the 
recession and is looking forward to 
a bright future. 

Chairman Neil Johnson told shareholders 
the firm was confident its niche sector was not 
being hit as hard as other areas. 

Mr Johnson said that in the last quarter: 
“Our businesses in the UK, mainland Europe 
and the USA have continued to experience 
good demand for our products. 

“Sales continue to be strong, demonstrating 
significant year on year growth. In particular, 
we have continued to build sales of Airfix and 
Corgi as our new product development efforts 
in these categories begin to bear fruit. 

“As is the case every year, much will depend 
upon consumer confidence and the robustness 
of demand in the pre-Christmas period in 
determining the overall result for the year.

product requirements are met in full.” 

He added: “Our strategy to build a broad- 
based hobby business, spanning a number of 
product categories and geographical markets, 
has provided a better balance to our business 
in challenging economic times.” 

Mr Johnson said that balance meant the 
future would be a bright one, particularly after 
the announcement of a contract to provide 
London 2012 merchandise. 

He said: “The group has experienced chal¬ 


lenging circumstances over the past year, with 
supply chain issues and adverse currency 
effects putting a short-term brake on financial 
performance. We believe the worst effects are 
now behind us, although we will continue to 
experience the negative impact of exchange 
rates for the rest of the financial year. 

“Importantly, though, the group has demon¬ 
strated its resilience against a difficult eco¬ 
nomic background and we now look forward to 
restoring the momentum in sales and profits 
that we have achieved in the past.”

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So, how do you solve a 


Thousands of independent shops and branches of nationwide chains have already 
closed this year. The whitewashed windows and To Let signs are growing by the 
week - and nowhere has it been more obvious than in Margate. The seaside town 
came out worst in a new survey of empty shops in British town centres. The Local 
Data Company report showed one in four shops in the town centre lies empty, more 
than double the national average. LDC says empty shops have “a corrosive effect 
upon the confidence of an area, and their numbers are growing”. 

So how did a once thriving coastal resort get into this position? And what should 
be done to make the town attractive to new retailers? In this special Kent on 
Sunday investigation, KOS Media Business Editor ALEX HOAD asks what caused 
the problems, what is being done, and what the future holds for Margate?

SAILING BY: Can Margate define a new role in the modern retail era? 


D AVID Foley, chief executive of Thanet 
and East Kent Chamber of 
Commerce, said quick-fixes won’t 
work to solve Margate’s problems as 
“companies need confidence in the future”. 

He said: “Darwin said it is the one most responsive to 

change that survives. That is 
absolutely right, but they have 
got to be the right changes. 

“The owners of freeholds have 
to be understanding. They have 
to adjust their plans, because if 
they think they’re going to get 
the same rates they did two 
years ago, they’re living in a 
fools’ paradise. Positive commercial input is the key. We need 
to ask these people what they want to see in the town. We 
want to encourage real shops which will do real business.” 

He added: “It is pointless competing with Westwood Cross. 

It has been a success, and congratulations to them. If it 
works, do more of it. That’s what the town centre needs to do 
- find out what works and do more of it. 

“Independent retailers are important. They are the ones 
who live here, work here, send their kids to school here. The 
big chains are the ones whose profits go to shareholders all 
over the world.” 

Mr Foley said there were six key factors which point to a 
bright future for Margate town centre. 

He said: “We have 200 workers coming to Thanet to work on 


the £800 million offshore wind farm. They will spend money 
in our hotels, pubs and shops. Also the Turner Gallery, which 
will attract people with money in their pockets, a different 
crowd from the bucket and spade brigade. We have the high¬ 
speed rail link from December which will bring people down 
from London with money to spend. 

“Thanet Earth brings in people from a number of areas. It is 
not just those who work there but all the associated people. 
For example, a delivery driver might stop for lunch in the 
town. We are expecting developments on the China Gateway 
within months. It will be another major point of sale for the 
region. We also have Kent International Airport. It has seen a 
29 per cent increase in cargo in the first quarter of the finan¬ 
cial year and in the medium term there could be people look¬ 
ing to re-launch commercial flights.” 

His suggestions for ways to invigorate the town centre 
include: “Move the market from Cecil Square - where it is 
taking up 30 or 40 parking spaces - to the High Street. That 
would increase footfall for a start; as would moving the post 
office into the High Street.” 

He added: “Why not make parking free on Saturdays? They 
do something similar in Dover where it has been successful. 
The council might lose some money - but how much money 
do empty shops bring in? 

He added: “Margate has its strengths, we just need to play 
to them,” and highlighted the railway station’s proximity to 
the beaches and the Harbour Arm redevelopment as plus 
points. He said: “If you are going to use anything as an inspi¬ 
ration, use Brighton’s Lanes. It works there and I think the 
same thing in Margate could be even more attractive. I am 
positive. I think we will get there, in time.” 


R OGER Gale, MP for Thanet North, 

said: “Westwood Cross has undoubted¬ 
ly had an impact. Margate has a differ¬ 
ent problem from Broadstairs and 
Ramsgate. 

“All three have been affected by Westwood 
Cross and most towns have suffered since 
the shift to out-of-town shopping centres. 

“Margate is different because the residen¬ 
tial catchment area is not next to the town 
centre. In Broadstairs people can walk to the 
shops from home, but Margate is spread out. 

“It’s as easy to get out to Westwood Cross 
as it is to get into Margate, and it’s free to 
park, whereas it isn’t in the town centre. 
These problems could and should have been 
foreseen. Westwood Cross was planned with¬ 
out thought about transport infrastructure 
or the effect on the High Street. We have to 
accept that we aren’t ever going to have big 
retailers coming back into town centres. We 
need a fresh approach. My suggestion is to 
redevelop the upper and lower High Street 
as different animals. I think the council is on 
the right track. Where they have control, 
they are trying to ensure the place looks as 
attractive as possible and the empty shops 
do not look derelict. Of course it’s not always 
possible and the River Island shop looks 
derelict because it has not had any TLC.” 

Mr Gale said he could see a turn in for¬ 
tunes on the horizon, and envisaged a 
Margate which resembled the popular 
Brighton Lanes. He said: “The Turner 
Centre, which is only two years away, will 
have a dramatic impact. It has already seen 
the old town starting to come back to life. As 


the recession ends and with the Turner Centre, the 
hotels and restaurants, the redevelopment of the 
Winter Gardens, bars and cafes and boutiques, people 
will be coming in. 

‘We want to encourage small retailers in the upper 
High Street - the butchers, bakers, candlestick makers. 
Turn that into a retail centre. The lower High Street 
should be a pedestrianised leisure centre with bars, 
restaurants, cafes, galleries and antiques shops.” 

Mr Gale suggested the upper High Street could even 
be transformed into a secure Mall 
area, with locked gates and round- 
the-clock security. 

He said: “There would need to be 
plenty of discussion about it, but it 
is worth exploring the possibility. 

“And we have to review parking 
charges. The council is bound by 
law to make parking cost-effective. 
It’s grossly unfair that Westwood 
Cross can have free parking and 
the town centre can’t. 

“I think there should be 20 min¬ 
utes’ free parking for people who 
want to pop into the butchers, for 
example, but I know it would be dif¬ 
ficult to police. 

“And if you had free parking the spaces would be 
taken by the people who work in the shops.” 

He concluded: “Nothing is going to happen quickly, 
but I do think all of this is achievable. There’s no quick 
fix, but I’m optimistic that it will happen and the 
future can be very positive.” 

T RACEY Manley, the chief executive of Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce, said the problems affected 
towns across the county and were by no means limited 
to Margate. 

She said: “Footfall is always the big issue. Lots of the town 
centre shops are independent retailers 
and it is those who are hit hardest at 
times like this. This is the area where 
you can really see the credit crunch hit¬ 
ting home. 

“People shop differently these days. 

These independent retailers need to 
make sure they are able to use their 
website to do business, just to keep up. 

People are still buying things, I don’t 
think the amount they are spending has 
necessarily changed, but the way they 
are buying has. 

“A lot of people will not necessarily go 
to the town to do their shopping but will 
stay at home and buy online.” 

Mrs Manley said she thought the answers may lie in going 
back to basics. 

She said: “The planners and town centre managers need to 
look at how to get people into towns again. They need to go all 
the way back to look at the big issues, such as parking. There 
is nothing worse than boarded-up shops. They are there to be 
vandalised and they make everything look uncared for. They 
give a bad impression. I think doing something like giving 
local artists or groups access to the premises as a gallery or 
whatever could make a difference. 

“The place would be used and would make it look vibrant. 
Schools or groups could use them, and it might get people 
coming in to see what is happening. And if people are coming 
in then they might be spending money.”

The national picture 

THE British Retail Consortium (BRC) has predicted the num¬ 
bers of empty high street shops will more than double this 
year. About 15 per cent of stores nationwide will be empty by 
the end of the year - up from seven per cent at the end of 2008. 

Stephen Robertson, BRC director general, said: “High streets 
are the heart of communities and economies, providing jobs 
and essential services. They are a crucial part of our retail mix 
but many are in trouble, facing difficulties that began well 
before the recession. Some will flourish again as the economy 
recovers; others have to shape a different future as customers’ 
needs change. But that cannot be left to chance. These process¬ 
es have to be actively managed.” 

A BRC report states: “In many places, recession is accelerat¬ 
ing a trend of decline that was already under way. The dangers 
associated with this deteriorating picture are clear. 

“Vacant units are one of the most visible impacts of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. Vacant units in communities are likely to 
further reinforce falling consumer confidence.” 

The report revealed some high streets had lost custom to 
neighbouring towns and out-of-town shopping centres, mean¬ 
ing they may never go back to being important shopping des¬ 
tinations. 

However, it said that with “nurturing through this difficult 
period”, the high street could yet have a bright future. Among 
its suggestions are: 

• Focus on local character. 

• Create attractive and well-maintained environments. 

• Develop a unique identity. 

• Improve transport links and parking, and channel parking 
revenue into improving facilities. 

• Monitor economic health. 

• Town centres need good design, making the most of heritage 
features or natural surroundings. 

• Priority must be given to deterring crime and antisocial 
behaviour. Damaged property must be restored quickly. 

• Government needs to avoid imposing new burdens and local 
authorities should use money responsibly and inclusively. 


Windows of opportunity 



SO WHAT is Margate doing to tack¬ 
le the issue of empty shops? Earlier 
this year a new project was launched 
to brighten up the town. 

The Windows of Opportunity 
scheme - led by Thanet District 
Council and supported by 
Waterbridge through the Unit Trust 
and the Margate Renewal 
Partnership - also seeks to find out 
what local people want to see in the 
shops in the future. 

Regional artists have been creating 
fun, representative images of shops 
which could feature on the High 
Street using recycled materials to 
create large papier-mache pieces. 

The works have been set into 
enclosed window displays in empty 
shops and lit to give maximum 
impact. 

The former Carphone Warehouse 
in the town centre was used to pro¬ 
duce the works, with the store also 
decorated with dogs, cats and fish 
and large heads. 

Artists Emily Firmin and Justin 
Mitchell spent six hours a day, five 
days a week in the shop, working on 
images which have gone into other 
empty premises. Residents were also 
invited to give suggestions on what 
type of shops they would like to see. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for culture and economy, said: 
“This is a superb scheme and a real¬ 
ly creative way of stimulating inter¬ 
est in the future of Margate, while at 
the same time creating attractive 
and vibrant shop fronts. Surveys 


show window displays are one of the 
main reasons people go into shops to 
spend money, so we’re using window 
dressing here to try and draw in new 
shopkeepers and focus them on what 
people really want to see in Margate. 

“By gathering this information, we 
can then supply that to potential 
developers, giving them a good idea 
of the market they have here.” 

Ms Firmin said: “This isn’t just 
about art and improving the appear¬ 
ance of empty shop windows, it’s also 
about asking people what they 
want.” 

Another artist, Heather Sawney, 
said: “We’ve had a very positive reac¬ 
tion from the public. 

“Having the art in the windows is 
no substitute for having new tenants 
for the shops, but at least it’s a start.” 

Six months after the scheme was 
launched, Cllr Latchford told Kent on 


Sunday: 'Windows of Opportunity 
has attracted a lot of attention, fea¬ 
turing on national TV and in nation¬ 
al newspapers as well as in a 
German newspaper and the New 
York Times global edition.” 

He added: “So from our point of 
view, raising awareness of the project 
has been really successful and helped 
to improve the visual aspect of the 
High Street. 

“There have been 17 window dis¬ 
plays in the town and we are working 
to try and secure other empty shops 
to use.” 

Cllr Latchford said Margate was 
proving to be an inspiration to other 
towns faced with empty premises in 
their shopping centres. 

He revealed: “We have been con¬ 
tacted by councils asking for assis¬ 
tance in getting similar projects up 
and running in their towns.”

100 YEARS AGO: Special trains 
were laid on and fans used 
cycles, motorbikes, wagonettes, a 
char-a-banc, private cars to get to 
the St Lawrence ground for the 
Canterbury Festival, only for it to bucket down, 
meaning fans saw just two-and-a-half hours play 
on the first day when Kent took on Middlesex. 

It was described, with some understatement, as 
“a day of discomfort on bare benches” but 
Hutchings at least gave the crowd some entertain¬ 
ment, thrashing a quick 74. 

It was clearly a good toss to win for Kent, who 
posted 278 on a wicket that deteriorated as the 
game went on. 

Middlesex were promptly skittled for 78 in the 
first innings and 163 in their second, losing by an 
innings. 

Hutchings’ knock was enough to earn him 
selection for the final Ashes test at The Oval, 
alongside his county colleagues Carr, Frank Woolley 
and Colin Blythe. 



50 YEARS AGO: The spin-bowling 
crisis caused by Doug Wright’s 
retirement in 1957 had become so 
acute that Kent were forced to 
hold open trials at St Lawrence. 

Anyone aged between 16 and 24 was invited, 
provided they played for a school or club, though the 
county did also ask for letters of recommendation. 

“Only those players willing to take up the game 
seriously and play throughout the season need 
apply,” said manager Les Ames, who didn’t sound 
like he was in a position to be too choosy. 

“We are desperately short of spin bowlers and 
we feel that there must be some promising young 
spinners playing in school or club cricket some¬ 
where who have never come to our notice.” 


1959 



25 YEARS AGO: The late Bob 
Woolmer (pictured) caused con¬ 
troversy by publishing an autobi¬ 
ography in which he candidly 
admitted he regretted playing in 
Kerry Packer’s revolutionary World Series tourna¬ 
ment, but had no qualms about joining a rebel tour 
to South Africa, then still governed by the 
apartheid system. 

Woolmer, who had only just retired, said he would 
go back to the country “for nothing”. 

He subsequently emigrated there to begin his 
coaching career, but pointedly joined a so-called 
“coloured” club rather than a whites only team. 

In the Kent League the future county captain 
Steve Marsh scored a brilliant ton for The Mote as 
they saw off Folkestone, while Alan Ealham made 
an unlikely appearance for the Kent Colts side at 
the age of 39. 

Elsewhere trialist Dave Shearer scored twice for 
Gillingham in a pre-season victory at Fisher Athletic.

Market town is the 
birthplace of cricket 

How Maidstone could stake claim to having staged first-ever game 


WHEN the comedians Steve 
Punt and Hugh Dennis decided 
to write a sketch about laugh¬ 
able self-promotion by towns, 
they singled out 'Maidstone: 
Agricultural Capital of Kent’ 
as the worst slogan of all, beat¬ 
ing even 'Kidderminster: Carpet 
Capital of England/ 

Yet the Borough of Maidstone was selling 
itself some way short as it can stake a claim to 
being the birthplace of organised cricket. 

It’s impossible to say when someone first 
decided to start hitting a ball around with a 
bat, but references to club-ball, creag, kricket- 
ing and others can be found dating back to the 
12th century. 

However, historians are agreed that the 
first-ever recorded game took place three 
miles south of the town centre, in what was 
then known as Cox Heath on May 29,1646. 


Going over 
old ground

Four ‘gentlemen of Maidstone’ William 
Cooper, Richard Marsh, Robert Sanders and 
Walter Francklyn were beaten by two 
Royalists, Thomas Harlackenden and Samuel 
Filmer, playing with a hooked bat, a ball 
carved out of wood and with runs tallied by 
making notches on a stick. 

According to John Major’s exhaustive histo- 
ly of the game, legal action was taken when a 
bet was laid on the game and the loser 
welched on a promise to hand over some can¬ 
dles to the winner. 

Exactly where in Coxheath the game 
took place is difficult to pin down. The vil¬ 


lage no longer has a cricket team, though 
when it did it used a school playing field off 
Stockett Lane. 

It’s possible this is where the great candle 
scandal took place, but another clue comes 
from a Wisden article on cricket in wartime 
which reports that the Coxheath ground 
was taken over by the army during the 
Napoleonic Wars. 

If this is the same ground depicted in a 
1778 drawing by O’Neil, it probably isn’t in 
the village itself. The way the horizon is 
drawn suggests a ground to the south of the 
village, probably nearer to the present home 
of Hunton Cricket Club. 

At the time the 15,000 the English troops 
stationed there were waiting to be shipped 
off in a bid to prevent America revolting, 
meaning cricket was struggling to get a look 
in and the last recorded first-class game in 
Coxheath took place in 1789. 

However, as slogans go ‘Birthplace of 
Cricket’ would probably bring in a few more 
tourists than Twinned with La Seguiniere.’ 


Montell going for relay gold 


AFTER a year littered with injuries Montell 
Douglas is setting her sights on relay glory 
at the World Athletics Championships later 
this month. 

The 23-year-old Bromley sprinter has 
struggled with a variety of problems since 
the Beijing Olympics and is relieved to be fit 
enough for selection for the World 
Championships in Berlin this month. 

Douglas, who grew up in Chatham, was 
hoping to compete in the individual 100 
metres, but the Great Britain squad selectors 
declined to enter anyone for the event. 
Instead she will focus on being part of a squad 
of six searching for 4x100m relay medal. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “Being selected 
definitely makes up for all the injuries I have 
had. It has been a tough battle and even now 
my fitness is touch and go really. 


“I am a little bit frustrated that I wasn’t 
picked for the 100m, but it would have been 
even harder to take if the selectors had 
picked someone else. It means we can just 
focus on the relay and start building for 
2012. We are focused on getting a medal at 
Berlin.” 

A year after being involved in a mix-up in 
the Olympic relay final, Douglas says the 
team have moved on. 

“A lot of people have asked me about 
Beijing and think that myself and the relay 
team are always thinking about it. The truth 
is we are not. Yes it was massively disap¬ 
pointing, but these things can happen. We 
have dealt with it”, she said. 

Douglas and the Great Britain relay 
team begin the 4x100m heats on Saturday, 
August 22.

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Gills ace thrives on 
international stage

GILLINGHAM striker Simeon 
Jackson believes he is a better 
player after experiencing inter¬ 
national football and is keen to 
use it to make an impact in 
League One. 

The 22-year-old has enjoyed a whirlwind 
summer. Gillingham’s top scorer saved his 
best form for last season the play-offs, scor¬ 
ing a brace to beat Rochdale in the semi¬ 
finals before claiming an injury-time winner 
in the Wembley final. 

Within a week he scored his first goal on 
debut for Canada, which got him a call-up to 
the Gold Cup. Although he failed to add to 
his season’s 22 goals in the United States, 
Jackson believes the time was well spent. 


“It all happened quite fast,” he told Kent 
on Sunday. “It was good to be with those 
kind of players and mix it on that level. I’m 
trying to learn from it and bring it back here 
with the Gills. 

“I had the opportunity to play for Canada 
under-20s but the senior level is totally dif¬ 
ferent. It’s something I want to be a part of 
in the future and I’m going to work hard to 
try and stay in that mix.” 

Asset 

Working hard is something the diminu¬ 
tive attacker has no problem with and his 
application in training has made Stimson a 
big fan. The Gills boss, who bought Jackson 
for £150,000 in January 2008, last season 
declared he would not accept £1 million for 
his prized asset. 

At one stage last month it looked like his 
bluff would be called, with Championship side 
Leicester City reported to have made a £1.5m 


bid. Dismissed by Gillingham as ‘paper talk’, 
Jackson insists it does not affect him. 

He said: “I only heard about it from a cou¬ 
ple of friends who texted me trying to find 
out what was happening. Sometimes it’s 
just speculation and I was away [with 
Canada] and focusing on doing what I had 
to do over there. 

“You have to distance yourself from that 
because when you are doing alright for 
yourself, sometimes these things happen. 
You just have to stay grounded and concen¬ 
trate on what you have to do.” 

With Gillingham so far unable to sign 
another goalscorer, the weight of responsi¬ 
bility to score regularly will fall on Jackson. 
With a career ratio better than a goal every 
two games he is determined to maintain his 
form from last season. 

He said: ‘To have that [goals tally] again 
would be magnificent, I’m just going to get my 
head down and tiy to get results for the club.”

Fleet chief says 
club’s full-time 
status is secure 


NEW Ebbsfleet United chairman Duncan 
Holt has ruled out the possibility of the club 
returning to part-time football. 

Holt, a former Ebbsfleet United board mem¬ 
ber before the internet takeover by 
MyFootballClub two years ago, was appointed 
club chairman this week following a vote by 
the Fleet’s website owners. 

The new chairman replaces former 
Conference chief executive John Moules, who 
left the north Kent club last month. Fleet have 
been hit by financial difficulties in the summer, 
which has seen the playing budget slashed and 
the majority of last season’s squad leave. 

Despite the budget cuts, Holt insists the club 
will not return to part-time football and 
believes the club are in a much better position 
ahead of the new season. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Three or four months 
ago, going part-time was talked about, but today 
we have no intention of going part-time. 

Transfer 

“The playing budget is slowly increasing to 
around £6,000 after the Michael Gash transfer 
and things are looking a lot better. 

“I believe the worst is over now and after 
talking to clubs at the Conference meeting 
this week we are in a much better position 
compared to some other clubs.” 

With the financial problems stemming from 
less than half of the club’s MyFC members 
renewing their subscriptions in February, Holt 
feels improvements need to be made to the 
MyFootballClub model. 

He said: “It is always difficult when new con¬ 
cepts come around and it has certainly been a 
learning year for the club. 

‘We have seen the positives of the model, for 
example we raised £12,000 in a week from the 
members and I am sure clubs in our league 
would love to be able to do that. 

“I think what needs to be done is we need to 
make the members feel more involved and 
give them better value for money. If we can 
harness what we have got at the club, I can see 
a very bright future.” 


Corinthian step into Slade Green’s 
place after last-minute go ahead 


THE Kent League have admitted a new club 
to the Premier Division after a last-minute 
Extraordinary General Meeting this week. 

Following the vote at Lordswood on 
Wednesday, Corinthian, from Fawkham, 
near Meopham, will return a decade after 
withdrawing from the league to concentrate 
on youth football. 

The club will take the place of Slade Green, 
who withdrew last month, and means the 
Premier Division will again have 16 teams 
when the season starts this afternoon. 

The first step at the EGM was to change 
the name of Welling United’s reserves to 
Corinthian. 

The Wings have two reserve sides, on of 


which were in Division Two last season and 
played their home games at Corinthian’s 
Gay Dawn Farm. 

The bulk of that team, which was funded 
by Corinthian, will form the core of the 
renamed side, along with talent from 
Corinthian’s under-18 set-up. 

Making a change to the line-up three days 
before the start of the season has not been 
universally welcomed, but Kent League 
chairman Denise Richmond insists it was 
approved by the Football Association. 

She said: ‘We have followed the rules. The 
FA told us that because we had satisfied 
promotion and relegation and had vacancies 
it’s an internal matter.”

It was not something I had to make a 
decision about, it was something I just had 
to do.” 

It’s unlikely, however, to be the end of 
Ford’s association with the club. Farbrace, 
who is leaving a post as Sri Lanka’s assistant 
coach to return to Kent on September 1, is 
keen to continue links with Ford and hopes 
to use him in a consultancy basis. Having 
brought the likes of Martin van Jaarsveld, 
Justin Kemp, Ryan McLaren and Wayne 
Parnell to Canterbury during his time, it 
makes sense. 

Ford said: “I would love to stay and help in 


any way. I would imagine that with Kent 
being my club, there will always be a link but 
I think the that will only be sorted out once 
Farbs gets here. 

“That’s when discussions will take place. 


He will obviously have views about how he 
wants to run the operation and we have got 
to respect that. I think we’ll sit down and 
have a chat once he gets here and I’m sure 
something will become more formal then.” 


England in with chance of 
World Cup spot, says Ash 


ASHLEY Jackson has high hopes England 
can secure a place at next year’s World Cup 
with a top-four finish at the EuroHockey 
Nations Championships later this month. 

The Chatham-born midfielder, who will turn 
22 during the tournament in Amsterdam, was 
selected in England’s 18-man squad this week. 

The top two from each group will progress to 
the semi-finals and guarantee them a place at 
the World Cup in India next March. Jackson 
believes England have a decent chance of pro¬ 
gressing. 

He said: “Austria came up from the B 
Division last year so we will hopefully get off to 
a good start against them. Then I think it’s 
between us and Belgium to go through with 
Germany. 

“If we make the semi-finals it is probably job 
done and we’d look on anything beyond that as 
a bonus.” 


Jackson, who plays club hockey in the 
Netherlands with HGC, goes into the tourna¬ 
ment in good form. 

He scored four goals in two warm-up games 
against India last week, taking his interna¬ 
tional tally to 15 goals from 27 caps. 

The women’s tournament runs alongside the 
men’s, with England announcing their squad 
on Tuesday. 

Natalie Seymour, who plays for Canterbury 
ladies, is expected to be included in Danny 
Kerry’s line-up after the 22-year-old featured 
in every game at the Champions Trophy last 
month. 

Seymour’s team-mates Jenny Hall and 
Susannah Townsend are also in international 
action at the Junior World Cup. 

Both featured in the three pool games in 
Boston, USA, with England progressing to the 
latter stages next week.

Race legend Minter savs walking circuit 
backwards was secret to his dominance

WIMBLEDON has Roger Federer, 
the Tour De France has Lance 
Armstrong, but Brands Hatch 
belongs to Kent’s motorcycle legend 
Derek Minter ‘King of Brands’. 

Bom in Littleboume, near Canterbury, in 
1932, Minter became one of the most success¬ 
ful motorcycle riders in the country during the 
1950s and 1960s. He earned success in the Isle 
of Man TT and across Europe, but most 
famously Brands Hatch. 

Minter bought his first bike as a 16-year-old, 
but his career really took off a decade later 
when he became a professional racer. 

In 1958 he announced himself on the scene 
by finishing fourth in the Isle of Man TT and 
two years later became the first man to lap the 
37.7-mile course at an average speed of 
lOOmph. 

Unbeatable 

While he enjoyed racing on the dangerous 
roads of the Isle of Man TT, his real love was 
for Brands Hatch. 

Minter, who won two British Championships, 
soon became the man to beat on the Kent cir¬ 
cuit. 

Legendary commentator Murray Walker 
dubbed him the ‘King of Brands’ after winning 
five races at the circuit in one meeting in 1962, 
a nickname which stuck. 

Minter, now 79, told Kent on Sunday: “They 
called me the ‘King of Brands’ because I was a 
bit unbeatable. I always put up a good per¬ 
formance but the only thing I couldn’t do was 
start well. 

“I was always sixth or seventh at the first 
comer. I enjoyed that because I had to try and 
catch up instead of worrying about people 
behind you when you are in front. 



“I knew the circuit well and I used to walk 
round it backwards to judge the comers better 
and get a more direct route, which was my 
secret.” 

Minter’s success at the circuit saw Brands

Hatch launch the ‘King of Brands’ trophy race 
in 1965, which he duly won, receiving the tro¬ 
phy from pop star Lulu. 

His achievements at Brands Hatch were 
officially acknowledged when the circuit 
named a straight on the grand prix circuit 
after him. 

He said: “It is nice to be honoured with that 
but I didn’t really do much of my overtaking 
along there, that was saved for the comers.” 

Minter, who still lives in the Canterbury 
area, suffered a brain haemorrhage in 2000 
but has made a good recovery. 

He still retains his passion for motorsport 
and will be an interested viewer today as the 
British Superbikes return to Brands to battle 
for his crown.

Camier eyes step up 
to MotoGP next year 


LEON Camier is considering a move to 
the lucrative MotoGP series for 2010 
which would see him line up on the grid 
alongside the five-time world champion 
Valentino Rossi. 

The Ashford-bom rider, who has a 
commanding lead in the British 
Superbike Championship, is starting to 
look for a new deal for next season. 

The 22-year-old has dominated the 
British Superbike Championship with 
11 wins to his name before this week¬ 
end’s meeting at Brands Hatch. 

His success has turned heads in the 
superbike racing fraternity. Camier has 
admitted he would like to move to the 
World Superbike Championship, follow¬ 
ing an impressive wild card debut at 
Donington Park in June. 

But with close friend Casey Stoner 
racing in MotoGP and with the chance 


to go up against a legend in Rossi, 
Camier has not ruled out a move to 
series. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Later this 
month it will be a lot clearer as to what 
I will be doing next season. World 
Superbikes is an option, but we will 
have to wait and see what other riders 
have planned. 

“MotoGP is also an option but the only 
way I would go to the championship was 
if I could guarantee a ride on the right 
machinery. 

“There are plenty of riders hoping to 
race in that championship so it would be 
difficult, but it is an option.”

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Stupples hoping 
for strong finish 
after injury woe 


KAREN Stupples is hoping for a strong 
finish to the season to rescue a frustrat¬ 
ing year plagued by illness and fitness 
problems. 

The 36-year-old, from Deal, plays the 
vast majority of her golf on the LPGA Tour 
in North America. For the first time in her 
11 -year professional career she has yet to 
record a top-10 finish this season, missing 
seven cuts in 14 tournaments. 

Stupples’ problems began in March 
when she felt unwell during a tournament 
in Pheonix. 

She said: “I went to hospital but they 
didn’t find anything and turned me away. I 
went back the next day in agony and they 
found a problem with my appendix. It was 
very lucky it didn’t burst, but the surgeon 
got it out just in time.” 

Surgery 

Ongoing problems with veins in her legs 
have also affected Stupples, restricting 
the amount of time she could spend prac¬ 
tising. 

She opted to have surgery to correct the 
problem, which is not expected to be 
completely cured until the end of the year. 

The 2004 British Open champion missed 
the cut at this year’s event last weekend, 
but there were encouraging signs in 
Thursday’s first round at the Wales Ladies 
Championship of Europe. A three-under- 
par round of 69 put her among the leaders 
at the tournament, which finishes in St 
David’s today. 

Stupples is hopeful of recapturing some¬ 
thing close to her best form before the end 
of the year. 

She said: “I feel I’m just starting to hit 
some quality shots again and get back 
into the flow of tournaments. I still want to 
win tournaments this year. I still say I can 
win and that’s what my goal needs to be. 

“I’m hoping next year I will be leaner, 
meaner and ready to go, but I still think I 
can salvage something from this season.”

PAUL Scally says he has sever¬ 
al prospective investors who 
are interested in Gillingham, 
but will not agree to a deal 
with any of them until he is 
sure they have the club’s long¬ 
term interests at heart.

Following last season’s promotion from 
League Two, the club have ambitions to 
return to the second tier of English football, 
where they spent five seasons until relega¬ 
tion in 2005.

Scally was unhappy at only making 
£200,000 from the Wembley play-off final, 
but says the club have spent large sums on 
wages this summer, particularly arranging 
new contracts to keep Andy Barcham, Curtis 
Weston and Simon King. 

He said: “More importantly, the budget is 
the budget, and whether the money has come 
from Wembley or not we have increased the 
budget for this year. 

“It includes players’ wages, bonuses and 
conditions and we are paying a lot more to 
players in this division than we did last year. 

It’s still being improved which is why we are 
able to bring players to the club, albeit with 
no fees involved.” 

With League One packed with big clubs 
such as Leeds, Southampton and Norwich, 
manager Mark Stimson believes mere 
survival would represent progress. Scally does 
not share the sentiment and is as confident as 
ever going into the new campaign. 

He said: 'You always go into a new season 
optimistic. I think you always want to go in 
and win the league. 

“That’s what we’ll be trying to do this sea¬ 
son, win League One and go into the 
Championship. There’s only one way to be in 
football and that’s positive.”
